CHE-FOO, Nov. 17.—Fighting at 
Arthur has occurred nightly since the Jap- 
anese began their general assault on Oct.

One day last week a hospital ship moved 
too near the battleships in the harbor, 
whereupon the Japanese dropped small 
shells around her with the obvious purpose 
of warning her away. The ship took the 
hint, and when she was outside the zone of 
danger large shells began falling near the 
battleships. 

The hospital ship Angara, formerly a 
transport, has been sunk in shallow water. 
The patients are still on board the ship 
and are comfortable. 

Recently a silk-clad Chinaman in a sam- 
pan was watched by the Russians, who ob- 
served that, following the discharge of each 
shell, he placed a handkerchief to his 
nose and then into his left pocket, occa- 
sionally varying these movements, appar- 
ently thus signaling the landing places of 
the shells. The shells fell behind obstruc- 
tions, which fact prevented the Japanese 
from obtaining a direct view of their effect.

A Ryssian who has just arrived here 
from Fort Arthur reports that the fortress 
is holding out well, despite three months 
of almost continuous bombardment. The 
active land defense is entirely in the hands 
of Lieut. Gen. Smirnoff, Commander of the 
fortress, though Gen. Stoessel has been

The Japanese attempted to mine the 
fort, but Gen. Smirnoff personally super- 
intended countermining operations, blew up 
the Japanese tunnel, and put a stop to 
their advance. 

The three Japanese destroyers which en- 
tered the harbor this morning to ascertain 
it the Russian destroyer Rastoropny was 
here disappeared for a time, but reappeared 
this afternoon. The Japanese Consul sent 
a cutter to meet them, anc it informed 
them that the Rastoropny had been sunk, 
whereupon the destroyers disappeared in 
the direction of Port Arthur. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Friday, Nov. 18.—As 
a result of the dispatches received from 
Gen. Stoessel, the War Office expresses en- 
tire confidence that Port Arthur will be 
able to hold out till the arrival of the Rus- 
sian Second Pacific Squadron. 

Under date of Oct. 28 the 
ports: 

“We have the honor to report to your 
Majesty that the Japanese bombarded very 
vigorously on Oct. 25 our forts and en- 
trenchments north and northeast. The 
following day they also attacked one of the 
forts on the north side, but our heavy ar- 
tillery and shrapnel fire dispersed their 
reserves and the assault was repulsed. Our 
losses were one officer and about seventy 
men killed and four hundred wounded. 

“It is difficult to single out individuals 
for special mention among the heroic de- 
fenders.”’ 

In a telegram dated’ Oct. 30 Gen. Stoessel 
said: 

**Since my dispatch of Oct. 28 the bom- 
bardment continues with great fierceness.”’ 

Under date of Nov. 3 Gen. Stoessel tele- 
graphed: 

‘“We greet the Emperor. This day, a 
solemn one for all our country, we offer 
prayers to God and send to our Emperor 
felicitations in the shape of reverberating 
hurrahs. On bended knees we pray to God 
to give health to your Majesty, their Majes- 
ties, the Empresses, and the Grand Duke 
the Czarowitch. 7 

“Our joy #s all the greater because all 
the assaults, which lasted nine days, have 
been repulsed up to this great day, the 
anniversary of your accession to the thorne, 
the same day that our Japanese enemies 

celebrate the anniversary of the birth of 

their Mikado, and on which they had sworn 
to take the fortress. God is with us.”’

THREATS IN COLORADO. 


Democrats Declare Peabody Will Not 
Be Governor Again. 


DENVER, Noy. 17.—The Supreme Court 
to-day reaffirmed its decision that it has 
the right to take jurisdiction of the last 
election, and the hearing of testimony in 
the cases of twenty-seven election offi- 
cers who have been cited for contempt was 
commenced. 

The court further held that the Elections 
Commission in making the Denver count 
cannot go behind the returns, but must use 
the written count of the election Judges 
and not count the tallies. The decisions 
ure victories for the Republicans, as in 
both cases the motions of the Republican 
attorneys were sustained. 

The decisions have'stirred the state from 
end to end. Democrats are angry, and there 
are mutterings of trouble and declarations 
that Peabody will never be seated.

4 ASPHYXIATED AT GAS PLANT. 


Three Die Trying to Rescue First Vic- 
tim, Wiping Out Entire Force.

MORRISTOWN, N. J., Nov. 17.—Four 
men, the entire working force of the Dover, 
Rockaway and Port Oram Gas Company, 
at Dover, were killed this morning by 
escaping gas. The dead were Elias Cham- 
berlain, twenty-six years old, engineer at 
William Bulmer, twenty-four 
years old, fireman, both of Dover, and 
Fred Wilkins, twenty-five years old, and 
Otto Edischen, twenty-eight years old, of 
Rutherford. 

The bodies of the men were found lying 
across one another in the gas pit by 
George Bunnell of Rockaway, who, finding 
the engine working and no one around, 
made an investigation. Chamberlain had 


been at work fixing a leak in the pit when 
overcome. Seeing his condition Bulmer 
went to the rescue, but was himself suf- 
focated. Edischen and Wilkins had seen 
Bulmer go down, and they made an effort 
to get the men out, but suffered the same 
fate. When Bunnell saw the four victims 
he started down into the pit, and was al- 
most overcome. Reviving sufficiently to 
get to a telephone in the office he sum- 
moned help and the gas was turned off.

was a reliable witness. He expected that

i would cali on him to-day and tell him what 
i She knew about che case.

! do so, he said, he would compel her to. 
..Valentine was on hig way to work when 
| he came across Clemons. The latter's eyes 
were quite open, but Valentirie could not 
arouse him, and an examination of his head 
| showed’ an scalp wound about three inches 
long. While Valentine was wondering what 
to do a baker’s wagon came along, and the 
driver offered to take the injured man 
| tiome. The men had driven but a few 
j rods when in a turn in the road they came 
j upon Clemons’s horse and wagon. The 
horse was hitched to a tree, the rear axle 
of the wagon badly bent, and the right hind 
wheel broken, 
| The discovery suggested an explanation 
of Clemons’s condition, and Valentine and 
the driver walked back along the road to 
near where Clemons was found. Coming up 
the road from the direction of New York 
were the broad tracks of an automobile. 
The tracks swerved with a sudden turn to 
the right and northwest, indicating the 
vehicle was going at a high rate of speed 
and in a direction away from Manhattan 
when it ran into a wagon, presumably 
Clemons’s. Wagon tracks, found where the 
automobile had swerved, led to where 
Clemons’s horse was tied to the tree. 
Clemons .was taken to 
his home. His family physician, Dr. John 
E. Verden of Ferris Place, Westchester, was 
sent for, and said Clemons had concussion 
of the brain. it was possible, the physi- 
cian said, tha skull had been fractured 
and that the farmer had been otherwise in- 
jured. 

It was not until 4:30 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon that Capt. Gehegan of the Wake- 
field Station heard of the case, Valentine, 
who had gone to his traps in the woods, 
having tot@ a mounted policeman on Pel- 
ham Parkway. Last night Capt. Burfiend, 
Coroner O’Gorman, and four detectives 
went over the ground. The passing vehi- 
cles during the day had obliterated the 


tracks in the road, but the bushes along- 
side the road and a small puddle of spilled 
gasoline showed plainly, to the satisfaction 
of the police and Coroner, that an auto- 
mobile had run into Clemons’s wagon and 
had pitched him out. 

From the injured man’s wife it was 
learned that every morning about 2:30 
o’clock he leaves his house with a horse 
and wagon for the city. Dr. Curtain, the 
Coroner’s Physician, says Clemons was in- 
jured about 3 or 3:30 o’clock. If this is cor- 
rect, the injured man must have lain neg- 
lected alongside the road for at least three 
and a half hours before he was found. The 

olice believe the automobile was occupied 
by a party returning to a country home or 
homes in the Westchester region after 
spending most of the night In Manhattan. 
They are making a thorough investigation.

President’s Daughter Accompanied Sef 
ator and Mrs. Depew— Miss Ella 
Ross of England Dissatisfied. 


With Madison Square Garden packed to 
its galleries last night, the 
Horse Show was thrown into great excite- 
ment by an accident to John G. Heckscher, 
Secretary of the National Horse Show As- 


Sociation. Just after the horses had en- 

tered the ring for the competition for thé 

Stivers Prize for pairs of horses shown to 

runabouts, Mr. Heckscher undertook to 

enter the ring, after leaving the party in 
his box. As he passed through the gate 
the team made up of Katzenjammer Kid 
and Buster Brown, owned by E. R. Ladew 
and driven by Thomas Hennessy, came 
along. There was a collision, and Mr. 

Heckscher was thrown violently to the 

tanbark. Thousands of spectators shud- 

dered, hundreds of them screamed, for it 

did seem as if Buster Brown had stamped 

and kicked the popular clubman, father- 

in-law of Mayor McClellan and an effi- 
cient worker in the interests of the Horse 

Show from its inception. 

But Mr. Heckscher had his senses with 
him, and as he fell threw his hands up over 
his face and head, with the result that he 
received no serious injury. His right han@ 
was badly bruised and somewhat lacerated, 
and he was kicked about the hips in three 
or four places. These made bad bruise¢, 
but not serious ones, for Mr. Heckscher 
was able to get up, walk out of the ring, 
and go to the basement, where he found 
that aside from being badly shaken up, he 
was all right. 

A half hour later, with his clothes brushed 
and his white kids donned, Mr. Heckscher 
went to his box and then strolled about the 
promenade for a few minutes to show he 
was not injured. To a Times reporter hé 
said: ‘I’m pretty well shaken up, but es- 
caped any serious injury, and expect to bé 
at the Show to-morrow as usual.” 

} , Another accident that caused a momen- 
tary sensation was a somersault act by 
Fripon, the leader in a tandem team driven 
by A, Batonyi, the professional whip. The 
horse, a very high strung animal, had be- 
come nervous and fretful while waiting a 
chance to get into the ring. As it passed 
over the strips of wood placed at the gaté 
to furnish a foothold, it stumbled, turned 
completely over, and kicked about until it 
had kicked the wheel horse and broken the 
leading traces. Ring attendants caught the 
horse in time to prevent a complete upset. 
The team was then withdrawn from thé 
competition, the last of the evening. 

While the show was in full bloom 
last night, neither. the Duke of Mans 
chester nor his Duchess put in an appear- 
ance. Instead the notable one in the vast 
crowd was the President’s daughter, Miss 

Alice Roosevelt, who, with Senator Depew 

and his wife, were. guests of James H. 

Hyde in his box on the north side of and 

very near the centre of the Garden. To- 

ward Miss Roosevelt the eyes of all thé 

‘ crowd were directed, and the police were 

forced to keep the crowd moving in that 

vicinity in order,to prevent a dangerous 
congestion of people. 

It was a brilliant and orderly. throng 
that paid its silent tribute to the daugh- 
ter of the President. The costumes of the 
women were of the most gorgeous, thé 
chef d’ouvres of the sartorial ‘artists,’ 
saved for this the particularly spéc- 
tacular evening of a spectacular show, 
in which the horse played a rather unime- 
portant part, and yet a successful one.

PORTUGAL’S KING IN LONDON. 


Pageant Spoiied by a Thick Fog—Lunch- 
eon at Guildhall. 


LONDON, Noy. 17.—King Charles and 
Queen Amelia of Portugal passed in pro- 
cession through the streets of London to- 
day, and had luncheon at the Guildhall.

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NAN PATTERSON GETS . 
STAGE OFFER, REFUSES 


To Live Quietly with Father If 
Freed, Chorus Girl Says. 


STORY OF A NEW WITNESS 


Talesman Tells Trial Justice of a Man 
Who, He Says, Saw Young 
Shoot Himself. 


When court adjourned yesterday after- 
noon but seven jurors had been obtained to 
try “Nan” Patterson, the chorus girl 
charged with the killing of Caesar Young, 
the bookmaker. Sixty-eight talesmen had 
been examined, the prosecution had used 
five of its twenty peremptory challenges, 
and the defense had but five left. The 


young woman took a lively interest in 
the day’s proceedings, but while she seemed 


buoyant enough in court, that the strain is 
telling on her was apparent after she was 
led back to the Tombs, There she was seen 
by a reporter for Top NEw YORK TIMES, 
and talked freely of the case and her plans, 
if she is set free. 

“T received an offer this morning from a 
theatrical manager,” she said, ‘‘ of $1,000 a 
week if I would go on the stage at the 
conclusion of my trial, but I declined it. I 
am through with the stage, and through 
with the theatrical associations which I 
knew. As soon as I am freed, and I am 
confident I will be, I am going back home 
with my father and take a good, long rest. 
I have had enough excitement to do me a 
lifetime, and long for quiet. 

‘‘My position is terribly trying. I feel, 
when court is over, as if I had been walk- 
ing all day. Iam utterly worn out. The 
physical strain is almost more than I can 
stand. I have no appetite. I can hardly 
sleep at all. The delays, which I suppose 
are natural in a case so important as is 
mine, drive me almost frantic. I realize 
fully the importance of selecting a jury, 
but the examination of the talesmen seems 
@ndless. My chief impression of my trial 
is the solemn deliberation with which it 
drags itself along.’’ 

Miss Patterson was in the Matron’s room 
in the woman’s wing of the Tombs. One 
of her counsel, Daniel O’Reilly, had just 
left her, and down stairs her father, J. 
Randolph Patterson of Washington, was 
waiting. 

“Naturally,” she continued, “*I am con- 
sulted about the jurors before Mr. Levy 
finally accepts them. I defer entirely to 
his judgment, but tell him just how I feel 
about the men as they are put upon the 
stand. As a matter of fact, I am chiefly 
concerned in seeing the jury completed. 
All I want is to put my case in the hands 
of twelve honest, manly men. So far the 
jurors accepted have all measured fully 
up to the standard I would fix. I am sure 
they will not be swayed by prejudice, and 
that they will give me a fair trial, That 
is all I ask for. I have but one test which I 
arply. If the prospective juror looks me 
fairly and squarely in the eye I am satis- 
fied. I have been taught that when a 
man’s gaze is constantly shifting and he 
evades a straight glance he is mot to be 
trusted. I have told Mr. Levy not to ac- 
cept a juror of that kind.”’ 

The most interesting development yester- 
day was the discovery of a new witness 
who is said to have seen the shooting. The 
matter came out when Archibald J, C. 
Anderson, a talesman, was submitted to 
a lengthy examination by Assistant District 
Attorney Rand. 

The talesman startled the lawyers and 
spectators by saying: ‘‘I have something 
to say to the Judge which may interest 
him.” 

The examination was halted until Mr. 
landerson had held a short consultation 
with Justice Davis. The Justice then called 
up both Mr. Rand and Mr. Levy, the lead- 
ing counsel for the defense, and talked 
to them in. undertones. 

Mr. O'Reilly, of counsel for Miss Patter- 
son, said later that Mr. Anderson had 
informed Justice Davis that he knew of an 
eye witness who had seen Young shoot 
himself. Mr. Anderson has a son. In the 
concern where the son is employed is a 
young woman. This young woman's broth- 
er told her, so it was reported to Mr. 
Anderson, that he had witnessed the shoot- 
ing, and that Young had shot himself. Mr. 
O'Reilly declined to disclose any names, 
but said an effort would be made to find 
the witness before court convenes this 
morning. Mr. Rand thought the story im- 


probable. 

‘‘Shortly after the shooting,” said he, 
“there was a rumor when two typewriters 
were talking about the case; one said 
she knew some one who had seen the 
shooting. That story was run down at the 
time. Maybe the witness Mr. Anderson has 
in mind may turn out to be like the sten- 
ographer’s witness.”’ 

Considerable speculation was aroused on 
the opening day of the trial by the men- 
tion of the name of James Smith, Jr., of 
New Jersey. Mr. Rand, in examining a 
talesman, asked him if he knew Mr. Smith. 
In explaining the incident Mr. Rand said 
yesterday: 

“Mr. Smith, the son of the Senator, will 
not appear in the case. There is nothing 
in Mr. Smith’s relations to anybody con- 
cerned in the case which is in the least 
discreditable to him. I make that state- 
ment freely and frankly, lest an injustice 
be done him.”’ 

When Mr. Levy reached court yesterday 
he found a long letter addressed to the 
“Counsel for Nan _ Patterson, Criminal 
Courts Building.” The letter wasp writen 
in German, and the writer ramblingly told 
of the existence of an eye witness who 
corroborated the testimony of M. W. Hazel- 
ton, the aged man who said he saw Caesar 
Young shoot himself. Mr. Levy said he 
would have the information looked into, 
but as the writer had given no address he 
doubted if there was anything in it. 

The first juror accepted yesterday was 
Harry S. Lines, a real estate broker, of 
3872 Lexington Avenue. The other two are 
John H. Poggenburg, a lithographer, of 
2,040 Seventh Avenue, and Jacob H. Green 
a manufacturer, of 76 West One Hundred 
and Thirteenth Street. The four jurors 
chosen on the opening day are Ellwood 
Hendrick, broker; Harry L. Johnson, dry 
goods merchant; Harvey J. Ubert, pro- 

rietor of a café and billiard room, and 

obert Henry, formerly Superintendent of 
a department store and now retired. 

John Millin, the racing partner of Caesar 
Young, was in court yesterday. When he 
came in he took a seat not far from that 
occupied by Miss Patterson, but at her re- 
quest moved away. 


FOUNDERS FOR ARBITRATION. 


Association Adopts Resolutions Against 
Strikes and Lock-Outs. 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 17.—The National 
Founders’ Association to-day discussed the 
question of arbitration. There was general 
concurrence in the statement of President 
Frank of Pittsburg that the “‘ Iron Molders’ 
Union of North America,. which has been 
for fourteen years conservative and fair, is 
beginning to be controlled by a radical ele- 
ment.”’ 

A resolution was adopted declaring the 
association’s continued belief in the prin- 
ciple of arbitration and its disapproval of 
strikes or lock-outs. The resolution in- 


structed the association’s officers and ad- 
ministrative council to favor arbitration 
with its employes, either singly or col- 
lectively, whenever and wherever it would 
enable them to establish and maintain just 
and equitable relations between members 
and their employes,

AFTER BROKER WHO FAILED. 


Woman Gets Summons for Charles F. 
Stade—$4,000 Involved. 


Charles F. Stade, a member of the Con- 
solidated Exchange since last March, with 
offices at 44 and 1,265 Broadway, failed 
yesterday, and at the same time Mrs. Mar- 
tha Browne of 49 West Sixty-third Street, 
obtained a summons from Magistrate Whit- 
man requiring, him to explain what has be- 
come of $4,000 in cash and securities which 
she says she intrusted to him. The sum- 
mons is returnable on Monday in the Jef- 
ferson Market Court. 

“Mr, Stade represented himself to be a 
cousin of Gov, Odell,” said Mrs. Browne, 
“and I considered that fact sufficient to 
do business through his office.’’ 

She said that a few days ago she had 
asked Stade to buy for her account 16,000 
bushels of wheat when she gave him the 
money and securities as margin. Mr. Stade, 
she said, told her he had bought the wheat 
at the price she fixed, although she could 
find no such quotation recordede on the 
Exchange. :

FOUR KILLED BY CAR CRASH. 


Motorman Lost Control! and Ran Upon 
Railroad Crossing. 


TORONTO, Ont., Nov. 17.—A street car 
with trailer attached got beyond control of 
the motorman and crashed through the 
guard gates at the Queen Street crossing of 
the Grand Trunk Railway to-night. A Mon- 
treal freight train struck the forward car, 
grinding it to splinters. Every one on the 
two cars was injured, two dying soon after 
being taken from the wreckage, and-two 
at the hospital soon after being taken 
there. 

The dead are: James Armstrong, con- 
ductor, and a one-year-old child of J: 
Robertson. s. Minnie Mahaffey was in- 
ternally injured and died at _ hospital. 
Russell T. Stephens also died at hospital.

MUST SHOW CHEMICALS 
IN IMPORTED FOODS 


Reasons for New Government 
Order Indorsed by Physicians. 


CHEMIST WILEY STATES CASE 


Probable Effect of Order on Business, 
When It Becomes Operative 
on Jan, 2. 


A meeting of the New York Academy of 
Medicine last night in Hosack Hall con- 
curred unanimously in the views expressed 
by H. W. Wiley, Chief of the Bureau of 
Chemistry of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, in an address on “ the in- 
fluence of preservatives and adulterants in 
food on the public health,’’ and in effect 
indorsed without reserve an order written 
by Mr. Wiley, at the request of the Secre* 
tary of Agriculture, to go into effect on 
Jan. 2, providing that all food products im- 
ported will be required to show on the 
labels of the original packages just what 
preservatives were used in preparing the 
food other than the accepted alimentaries, 
salt, sugar, vinegar, and wood smoke. 

That will compel the packer to show 
whether chemicals entered into the sub- 
stances, and in what proportions. The new 
order was not mentioned in Mr. Wiley’s 
address, though he set forth his views on 
the use of chemical preservatives and adul- 
terants at length to the meeting, which 
comprised many prominent physicians. 

Mr. Wiley based his argument on the 
results of the experiments that have been 
in progress for nearly three years by his 
department at Washington with the twelve 
selected young men known as the “ poison 
squad,” who for that period of time have 
been under observation by the chemists of 
the department, while subsisting on foods 
prepared or preserved with borax or boracic 
acid. The effect, he said, of either chem- 
ical in food, in either small or large doses, 
pointed to the waste of substance in ,the 
subjects and diminished weight. 

Mr. Wiley conceded that there were condi- 
tions where the use of preservatives of a 
chemical nature might be permissiblé, but 
he declared that he could see none for a 
country like America, where food is abun- 
dant and is procurable in its fresh state 


without difficulty. Persons who preferred 
the preserved foods, he thought, should 
have the right to procure and consume 
them, but their sale to the general public 
to be eaten as wholesome and fresh goods 
he thought was a direct fraud. 

Dr. G, L. Peabody, Health Commissioner 
Thomas Darlington, Dr. Rowland G. Free- 
man, and Dr, A. Jacobi made short ad- 
dresses concurring with Mr. Wiley in his 
views on the use of preservatives. The 
Chairman, Dr, Andrew H. Smith, agreed 
with him, but advised against Bevcipsation 
and said that he was inclined to believe 
that judicious use of preservatives would 
be a measure of safety rather than of 
danger. 

After the meeting adjourned, Mr. Wiley 
said the order he had prepared for the 
Department of Agriculture was intended to 
compel the packers of all food products to 
put their goods on the market in packages, 
showing exactly what they contained and 
the method by which the contents had 
been preserved. The character of the 
chemical used, if any was used, must be 
—* plainly, so that the consumer might 

now at a glance what he was buying. 

‘* And,”’ Mr. Wiley added, “‘ we want entire 
labels to remain on the packages until 
they reach the consumer. oO pasted slips 
that may be rubbed or washed off before 
the consumer is reached will answer the 
a pony of the law.” 

he order from the Department of Agri- 
culture was talked of by importers of food 
products yesterday, and caused much anx- 
iety as to its probable effect on their trade 
in the immediate future. Under its pro- 
visions manufacturers will be compelled to 
label packages, containing articles of food 
that always have been considered as 
healthful, in such style that consumers 
may be afraid to eat things that they have 
eaten for years. 

As an instance of this, it was asserted 
that canned peas, consumed in great quan- 
tities, and a popular article among the im- 
ported foods, must be labeled to show that 
the green color of the peas has been pre- 
served by the use of copperas. Sardines 
packed in several kinds of oils must be so 
abeled, though all the oils used may be 
quite as healthful as olive oil. 

The use of sugar, which permits the ac- 
cepted sugar of commerce to be used with- 
out special labeling, is restricted to that 
condiment, however, and cheaper -brands 
of goods in which glucose is used must be 
so designated. 

The injury the importers fear from this 
cause, however, is the least of the troubles 
they antiogese when the order goes into 
effect, for they assert that to comply with 
the ruling of ‘the Agricultural Department 
they must relabel literally millions and 
ackages before the date named 
for the rule to take effect. To comply 
strictly with the plan. of Mr. Wiley, the 
importers assert, will put them a year be- 
hind their orders and work a great hard- 
ship. 

A petition by the importers will be made 
for a more liberal rule and delay in the 
time of its operation, the importers agree- 
ing that a law prohibiting the sale of adul- 
terated food or materials preserved by 
chemicals known to be harmful, unless they 
were plainly labeled, would be beneficial to 
the consumers. In case their appeal is not 
successful, the importers afroegy have pro- 
posed raising a fund to contest the ruling in

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PORTRAITS BY OLD MASTERS. 


| Canvases Toned by Age Reflect Bygone 
Passions and Fashions. 


The retrospective element in the Compar- 

ative Exhibition of Native and Foreign 
Paintings takes one back to about 1820, 
and so permits the inclusion of Michel, 
Sir Thomas Lawrence, and Turner. An 
exhibition in the Ehrich Galleries, 8 West 
covers an earlier peri- 
od, from Lorenzo Lotto and Rembrandt 
to Gilbert Stuart and Raeburn. And while 
the organizers of the comparative exhibi- 
tion, with the rarest exceptions, have 
avoided portraits, the collection of older pic- 
tures has been confined to portraits alone. 
Here is a chance for our artists and ama- 
teurs to see what some of the greatest and 
eminent men of a remote past have 
done in the way of portraiture, the poses 
they preférred, the colors they used, the 
accessories they lent their sitters. 

The likeness of a lady in pure Rembrandt 
style is attributed very happily to his re- 
markable pupil, Ferdinand Bol. A mantle 
of heavy, richly colored material, deeply 
with fur, hangs from -the shoulders 
of a young woman typically Dutch in fea- 
Two fine specimens of 
Kneller represent, the one Ad- 
Earl of Orford, the 
other some young prince. That of the Ad- 
miral is perhaps the finest work by this 
master ever shown here. A strong light falls 
from the right on his face, which is very 
cleverly modeled about eyes and lips. The 
little prince sidesteps in a comical danc- 
ing-master’s way, placing his right hand 
on the head of a dog, and trails after him 
a voluminous which lies on the 
ground, His bare feet and legs are in san- 
pale red lacings.

Here, too, is a 
likeness of Voltaire’s great friend, the Mar- 
quise du Ch&atelet, by Jean Marc Nattier, 
a rather pretty woman in-a green velvet 
who, is posing for a friend of the 
In her right hand is a pair 
of compasses, in her left a flower; behind 
her on the table is an orrery of the planets. 

An elderly lady by MHyacinthe Rig- 
aud offers another chance to see the 
portraiture of the early eighteenth 
century in France. She is the owner of a 
double chin, has the look of an epicure, 
and is clad in a brave gown the color of 
red wine lees, with lining of white silk. 
Vain of her elegant little hand, she rests 
the right conspicuously on a piece of fur- 
hiture and bids you notice how perfect it is. 

These are only a few of the notable can- 
vases in the Ehrich Gallery. If there were 
space, attention might be called to the 
exquisite little portrait by Ter Borch, of a 
Dutch youth, who, an inscription in Latin 
testifies, is the unique hope of an illustri- 
eus but unfortunate house; to the portrait 
of George Washington by Gilbert Stuart; 
to those of Lady Eliot and Sir Wiliam 
Eliot by John Riley, Court painter and 
pupil of Sir Peter Lely, and to the delight- 
ful likenesses of Lord and Lady Raglan by 
Sir Henry Raeburn. 

It would be difficult to say where in 
America one could see a collection like this, 
and, indeed, in London and Paris one might 
look far among the galleries of dealers be- 
fore finding a collection with so wide a 
range Our museums do not understand 
the value of such pictures; only a limited 
number of collectors appreciate old paint- 
ings sufficiently to admire them for their 
tone, their naiveté, their story of a past 
ideal, or one of a dozen other points which 
have nothing to do with their market 
price.

PUTS COMMISSIONER OUT 


Col.. Hecker, in Resigning, Says It 
Would Ruin Health. 


TAFT OFF ‘FOR’ PANAMA 


Secretary of War Starts on Pacification 
Expedition—No Truth in Story 
of Panama Revolt. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—Col. Frank J. 
Hecker of Michigan has resigned as a 
member of the Panama Canal Commission. 
In his letter of resignation, addressed to 
President Roosevelt, Col. Hecker says: 

“A stay of fifteen weeks on the Isthmus 
during the past Summer has convinced me 
that the effect of the climate of the canal 
zone is so unfavorable to my health that 
continued periods of residence there, such 
as the duties of Commissioner of the Isth- 
mian Canal make desirable, if not impera- 
tive, would be at the risk of a general 
breakdown,” both physically and in effi- 
ciency of service. Therefore, with sin- 
cerest regrets, I feel constrained to tender 
my resignation, to take effect at such date 
as it may please you to accept it.’ 

The President’s reply follows: 

“My Dear Col. Hecker: 

“I accept your resignation with extreme 
reluctance; and I wish now to thank you 
for the courtesy you have shown me in de- 
ferring it so long as you have. I appointed 
you because I believed you were exactly 
the type of business man we needed on 
the commission, and the ability with which 
you have served has amply justified this 
belief. I am sorry that you feel that your 
health will not permit you to serve longer.”’ 

President Roosevelt has not yet consid- 
ered the subject of a successor to Col. 
Hecker, and an intimation is given that 
it may be some time ‘before an announce- 
ment is made of his successor. The Presi- 
dent regards the appointment of a member 
of the commission as of such importance 
as to warrant most careful consideration. 
The President has not intimated whether 


he has any man in mind for the place or 
not, 

Secretary Taft, who left 
night for New Orleans, from which port 
he will take ship for Panama, had a con- 
ference with the President this afternoon 
and discussed with him certain features of 
the forthcoming annual message to Con- 
gress. Panama and the Philippines were 
talked over. Secretary Taft gave the Presi- 
dent his annual report, which will be made 
public shortly. 

Admiral Walker apd William Nelson 
Cromwell also conferred with the President, 
and this fact led to a report that there 
was trouble on the Isthmus which called 
Secretary Taft. Admiral Walker, and Mr. 
Cromwell ‘to the White House. Admiral

MRS, FISKE REVIVES 
IBSEN’S “HEDDAGABLER” 


The Interrupted Success of Last 
Season Is Continued. 


The Cast is Strengthened by, the Ad- 
dition of George Arliss and 
John Mason.

One of the surprises of last season in the 
theatres was the fact that Ibsen’s interest- 
ing, if disagreeable, drama of modern femi- 
nine neurotics, ‘‘ Hedda Gabler,’ produced 
by Miss Fiske at the Manhattan, proved a 
popular success, drawing, as we witnessed, 
increasingly large and enthusiastic audi- 
ences through the single week of its run. 
One of the disapointments was that owing 
to road engagements the time in New York 
could not be extended. Last night the play 
Was put on again, and with a cast that 
with a single exception was immeasurably 
bettered, The keen interest and suppressed 
amusement with which an unusually intel- 
ligent audience greeted it, gives reason for 
the hope that it will have another of the 
kind of successes that somewhat unexpect- 
edly followed Mr. Arnold Daly's production 
* Candida.”’ 

The loss to the cast was the Mrs. Elvsted 
of Carlotta Nillson, whose meteoric ap- 
pearanve on that occasion in the ken of 
Broadway has already had the result of 
placing her in the title rdéle of Pinero’s 
“ Letty.”” Laura McGilvary, who last night 
took her place, acted with intelligent real- 
ism not unillumined by emotion; but failed 
to sustain the character with steady tech- 
nique and consistent denotement of mood. 
Most of all, perhaps, she suffered by rea- 
son of the inevitable memory of her prede- 
cessor. 

In the erratic Lévborg, John Mason found 
@ part peculiarly suited to his resources, 
and appeared at his best, which very 
g00d, indeed. Something of a conventional 
figure this—with its touches of cant about 
“pure souls’’ embodied in ‘ unplacable 
works of genius’ metaphorically conceived 
as “children ’’—in spite of Ibsen's realistic 
intention; but Mr. Mason clothed it with 
such fervors in divided love, such depths of 
agitatign and blackness of despair as to 
give it unmistakable life. The perform- 
ance was little short of a revelation. 

In Assessor Brack, George Arliss had no 
such opportunity as in Zakkuri, or even in 
Lord Steyn; but the keen and diabolic 
spirit which illumined these gave poignant 
life and vitality to the petty Norwegian 
bureaucrat. In make-up Mr. Arliss sug- 
gested a Scandinavian Mephistopheles, and 
for all his quietude and scrupulous adher- 
ence to the limits of the part, his perform- 
ance had an unceasing suggestion of the 
diabolic, Like everything he does it was a 
work of fine and salient imagination. 

Mrs. Fiske’s Hedda was much the same 
as last year. In some phases it seemed 
more subtle in intention—at once finer and 
more striking in detail of delicious char- 
acter suggestion, But this may have been 
due to the fact that sight is fresher than 


memory. In the theatric climax of the 
play, in which Hedda burns Lévborg’s man- 
uscript-**‘ I am burning ‘ Thea’s child’! ’’— 
Mrs. Fiske still underplays consistently. 
The passage failed to bring the theatric 
life that, as it seems, is reasonably to be 
expected of it. It is always true, of course, 
that Mrs. Fiske is at her worst on first 
nights, 

Enough was evident of her performance, 
however, to stamp it as a creation of the 
finest and most powerfully intellectual real- 
ism, full of nervous, snapping traits of 
character, intellectual divinations, as pe- 
culiarly a part of Ibsen’s Hedda as they are 
of Mrs. Fiske. i 


TWO NEW PIANISTS. 


Frimi Plays in Carnegie Hall and El- 
friede Stoffregen in Mendelssohn Hall. 


The determined assault to .which this 
town is subjected this season by the 
pianists was continued last evening, when 
two new ones appeared for practically the 
first time, both to rather small audiences. 
Rudolf Friml played here in a somewhat 
subordinate capacity some years ago with 
Kubelik. Now he comes as a full-fledged 
virtuoso, and also as a composer, and pre- 
sented himself in both capacities in Car- 
negie* Hall. He is still, apparently, a very 
young man, and his undoubtedly exception- 
al talent shows much of the unripeness and 
extravagance of youth. He has wrists and 
arms of steel and an extremely fleet and 
facile technique; he produces tone some- 
times hich and of musical quality, some- 
times hard and rough that might be called 
pounding. His conception of the pianist’s 
art at present one in which technical 
brilliancy, crude and garish contrasts of 
crashing resonance and purring pianissimos 
prevail. He expects continually to dazzle 
and excite his hearers, and has little con- 
cern with the inner spirit of beauty. He 
gets his most striking effects /from such 
pieces as Smetana’s “‘ Am Meeresufer” and 
Chopin's D flat waltz as bedizened by him- 
self with thirds and flying arpeggios and 
running accompaniment figures. 

It is all extremely unimportant from an 
artistic point of view, but it is extremely 
brilliant. When he came to a piece of 
more serious consequence, as Grieg’s con- 
certo, he failed to represent its broader 
significance or to sound all the depths of 
its poetry; though it must be said that 
there were moments of beauty in his play- 
ing of it—moments that seemed to disclose 
the possibilities of a finer and nobler art 
when the storm and stress of Mr. Friml’s 
present stage of development shall have 
passed. 

As a composer he has little to offer. His 
concerto in B flat, which he played first, is 
a thing of shreds and patches, of short 
phrases dressed up in passages, work of a 
highly “* pianistic " but otherwise insignifi- 
cant character. The chromatic scale has 
served Mr. Friml well in this work, and 
his orchestral effects are sonorously rein- 
forced by the bass drum and the bass tuba. 

At the close of the concert he “ impro- 
vised’ on a theme selected by him from 
a number which were handed to him in 
writing by people in the audience. The 
theme was given him and chosen by him 
in good faith. It had an opening measure 
reminiscent of the Austrian National 
Hymn; and this measure Mr. Friml clung 
to desperately, ignoring the rest. Hig im- 
provisation evinced great cleverness, but 
mostly in the use of ready-made passages 
easily adapted to the very short phrase 
that he pursued to the death. 

At Mendelssohn Hall Mme. Elfriede Stof- 
fregen showed herself to be a well-schooled 
player, without the highest gifts of inter- 
pretative power, but capable of giving pleas- 
ure by sincere and musical performance. 
Her technique is well developed and well 
controlled. Her besetting fault is a cer- 
tain sentimentality that expresses itself in 
a desire for a verbato in almost every 
phrase and a restless seeking for dynamic 
contrasts. She played an interesting pro- 
gramme, that included Mendelssohn's prel- 
ude and fugue in E minor, Schubert's im- 
promptu on the ‘‘ Rosamunde”’ theme, 
three charming adaptations by Isidore Seiss 
of German dances by Beethoven, Schu- 
mann’s F sharp minor sonata, Brahms's 
Rhapsodie in G minor, a waltz, and a prel- 
ude by Chopin, and Liszt’s waltz on 
themes from “ Faust.

A SHAKESPEARE CYCLE. 


Mrs. .Wassall’s Settings Sung— Mme. 
Gadski and Mr. Bispham in Songs. 


The joint recital of Mme. Gadski and Mr. 
Bispham, given yesterday at Carnegie Hall, 
was devoted half to songs sung by these 
two and half to a “Shakespearean cycle,” 
performed publicly for the first time, com- 
posed by Mrs. Grace Wassall, Hers is a 
new name in the ranks of American com- 
posers, She has undertaken a difficult task 
in composing this “ cycle,”’ which is a cycle 
in little more than its name. It is made up 
of verses taken from the plays, set for two, 
three, and four voices, alternating with 
sonnets, set for solo voices. There is no ap- 
parent continuity, connection, or emotional 
and dramatic development through them; 
and the task of composing music for the 
sonnets, which have so little lyric charac- 
ter, would stagger a much more gifted mu- 
sician than Mrs. Wassall appears to be. 
She has good musicianship in many re- 
spects, and some of the concerted pieces 
are effective, as “ Blow, biow thou Winter 
wind,” for bass, tenor, and soprano, and 
the duet “On a day, alack the day,” for 
bass and soprano, which has a certain 
charm that led to its repetition. ‘‘ It was @ 
lover and his lass,” is cleverly put in the 
form of a canon for four voices. On the 
whole the music appears to be much more 
the product of skill and reflection than of 
a true lyric gift, and the reason for de- 
voting so much attention to it on the part 
of four good singers like Mme. Gadski, 
Miss Marguerite Hall, Mr. Kelley Cole, and 
Mr. Bispham is not altogether obvious. 

Both Mme. Gadski and Mr. Bispham were 
in excellent voice, except that Mr. Bispham, 
after a good beginning, developed a tend- 
ency to sg flat upon occasion. He de- 
parted considerably, and without notice, 
from the printed list of songs, beginning 
with the prologue to Pagliacci instead of 
Handel's air, ‘‘Oh, Ruddier Than the Cher- 
ry,” omitting Meyerbeer’s “The Monk,” 
and adding Mr. Damrosch’s gruesome set- 
ting of “Fifteen Men on .a Dead Man's 
Chest” and “ They're Hangin’ Danny Dee- 
ver,’ having previously sung as an extra 
piece ** Drink to Me Only with Thine Eyes.” 
His “ Erlkénig "’ was delivered with an ex- 
cellent and not an exaggerated sense of the 
dramatic situation, but it would be better 
to sing Schubert's ** Hark, Hark, the Lark ”’ 
with less sentimentality. Mme. Gadski 
sang the noble air, **O bona Patria,’’ from 
Prot. Horatio Parker's ** Hora Novissima ”’ 
in broad and effective style and much 
beauty of tone, and her songs by Franz, 
Strauss, and Brahms were delightfully 
given. Franz’s * Liebchen ist da’’ she had 
to repeat, and she added at the end of her 
list Schubert's ‘‘Haidenréslein.”’ There 
were too many perfectly inconsequential 
songs of a trifling character sung by both 
the artists. A large and interested audi- 
ence was present,

NEGRO’S HEIRS CLAIM 
VAST GAME PRESERVES 


Sue J. P. Morgan, Alfred G. Vander- 
bilt, T. L. Woodruff, and Others. 


OLD DEEDS AS EVIDENCE 


Assertion That Gerrit Smith, Abolition- 
ist, Transferred Land to George T. 


Downing of Newport Years Ago. 
Special to The New York Times. 

NEWPORT, R. L., Nov. 17.—The heirs of 
the late George T. Downing, residing in 
Newport and Brooklyn, through Rufus L. 
Perry, a New York lawyer, have instituted 
proceedings to secure thousands of acres 
of land in St. Lawrence, Clinton, Jefferson, 
Lewis, Essex, and Hamilton Counties, in 
New York State, which are now held by ex- 
Lieut. Gov. Timothy L. Woodruff, Alfred 
G. Vanderbilt, J. Pierpont Morgan, and 
other wealthy men, and which it is alleged 
were purchased by the present holders un- 
der a misapprehension. 

The territory in question takes in most of 
the Adirondack forests which have been 
turned into Summer camps. 

It is asserted that the Adirondack regions 
which the Downing heirs seek to recover 
were originally purchased of the natives 
by Gerrit Smith, the American abolitionist 
and anti-slavery leader. Mr. Perry, the 
lawyer, is now in possession of numbers of 
original deeds dated 1848, transferring for 
a consideration of one dollar each various 
sized Adirondack tracts from Gerrit Smith 
to different negroes and reconveying all to 
George T. Downing. Mr. Perry says every 
one of them is genuine and worth their face 
value. These deeds were not recorded. 

Mr. Downing was a prominent negro, who 
resided and owned a large estate in Belle- 
vue Avenue in this city, and was _a per- 
sonal friend of ‘the late Charles Sumner, 
Gerrit Smith, and Frederick Douglass. He 
is said to have been a direct descendant of 
Sir George Downing, founder of Downing’s 
College and a prominent member of the 
British Parliament. His heirs reside in 
Boston, Newport, Washington, and Brook- 
lyn, two of his sons holding prominent 
places in the Postal Service in Boston. 
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TO SAVE GOULD VALET’S EYE. 


Victim of North Carolina Shooting Acci- 
dent in Specialists’ Hands Here. 


Edward Burns, valet of George J. Gould, 
who was accidentally shot by Mr. Gould on 
Wednesday on a shooting and hunting trip 
in North Carolina, arrived in this city yes- 
terday by special train chartered by Mr. 
Gould, and is now in a comfortable room 
in the New York Eye and Ear Infirmary 
at Thirteenth Street and Second Avenue. 
Burns reached the hospital shortly before 
8 o'clock last night, having left North 
Carolina Wednesday night. He walked 
in, carrying a dress suit case, and apparent- 
ly was in good spirits. He was accom- 
panied by Dr. Turner, who had come all 
the way from the South with him on the 
special train chartered by Mr. Gould. Dr. 
Turner and Burns were driven first to the 
home of Dr. W. B. Marple, the eye sur- 
geon, at 35 West Fifty-third Street. 

Before leaving Greensborough, N. C., Dr. 
Turner had succeeded in extracting a dozen 
pellets of shot which had lodged about 
Burns's eyes. Telegraph messages were 
sent to Mr. Gould’s family physician and 
three eye specialists here, and they were 
waiting at Dr. Marple’s offices. 

They found an immediate operation was 
not needed, as all but three of the shot 
pellets had been extracted. 

At the infirmary Burns gave his home ad- 
dress as Lakewood, and when asked to 
name his nearest relative or best friend 
he said Mr. Gould, his employer, was his 
best friend. 


FROM HOSPITAL TO ALTAR. 


Sir Thomas Lipton’s Agent Marries Girl 
Who Nursed Him.

MACEDONIANS MAY STARVE. 


Pitiful Plight of Fugitives Returned 


from Bulgaria. 


BOSTON, Nov. 17.—The American Board 
of Missions to-day received a cablegram 
from W. W. Peet, its Treasurer, at Con- 
stantinople, announcing that the people in 
the vicinity of Adrianople, Macedonia, are 
suffering terrible distress, death by freez- 
ing and starvation staring them in the face. 

At the time of the disturbances last year 
from 12,000 to 20,000 fled from Adrianople 
into Bulgaria. The population of many 
Turkish villages also fled to other parts of 
Turkey. These people have returned to 
find their homes in ruins and nothing re- 


maining but the bare land. There can be 
no hope of further crops until next Sum- 
mer, and many will have to be fed during 
the Winter to keep them from starving. 


HOLDS PAINTINGS FOR BOARD. 


St. Louis Landlady Has Valued Pictures 
of an Exhibitor.

ST. LOUIS, Nov. 17.—Two old paintings, 
one bearing the date 1611, and said by its 
owner to be worth $1,000,000, and another 
bearing the date 1719 and held at $25,000, 
are in the possession of Constable J. J. 
McGillicuddy on attachment for an unpaid 
board bill of $298, due a Mrs. Mary Brown. 

The paintings are the property of Joseph 
Leilnor, who brought them here to ex- 
hibit at the World's Fair. Leilnor became 
ill, however, and for four months was con- 
fined to his room, at the boarding house 
of Mrs. Brown. In that time he ran up a 
bill of $298.10, according to Mrs. Brown's 
records, and could not pay it. He changed 
his boarding place, and Mrs. Brown kept 
the pictures and Leilnor’s trunks.

Claims Attorney Hamilton of Santa Fe 
» System Outlines Plan Before 
= Railway Surgeons. 


At the fourteenth annual meeting of the 
New York and New England Association 
of Railroad Surgeons, at the New York 
Academy of Medicine yesterday morning, J. 
D. M. Hamilton, chief claims attorney of 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Rail- 
road, read a paper on ‘“‘ The Company Hos- 
pital System with a Chief Surgeon; Its Re- 
jations and Value to the Claim Depart- 
ment.” 

Mr. Hamilton reviewed the establishment 
of the claims department and credited it 
with having served to establish more friend- 
ly nelations between the railroads and the 
public, and noted the dependence of this 
branch of railroad management on the hos- 
pital and relief department, He said: 

“The establishment of the claims de- 
partment is of comparatively recent date, 
“as it was previously conducted by the ope- 
rating and the law departments. The cus- 
tom of the railroads in the old days was to 
fight every claim that was presented for 
accidents to passengers or employes, and 
instead of making settlements when just 
claims were presented the companies per- 
sisted in carrying all claims for damages 
to the courts. The consequence was that 
more stringent laws were passed and the 
troubles of the roads increased. 

“The numerous accidents of the past 
year particularly have made the public 
critical of the railroads, but it can easily 
be shown that in proportion to the number 
passengers carrted and the number of 
employes, the accidents have been less than 
in any other trade or industry. Many of the 
are unquestionably due to in- 
competent and careless employes. 

* This cause of trouble would be elimi- 
nated if all the States of the Union would 
pass laws requiring railroad employes to 
qualify for employment by mental and 
physical examinations. This would take the 
matter out of the restrictions with which 
labor organizations now encompass the 
railroads, and would also eliminate politics. 
If the Government sees fit to protect the 
people by a civil service system in public 
office it seems only just that the railroads 
as public carriers should do the same to 
insure safe service,” The clamor: for fast 
trains and the increase in the tonnage have 
made the danger of accidents great, par- 
ticularly when the present chance of in- 
competent employes exists. 

“The time has come for laws to be en- 
acted to require greater competency and 
to prevent the dictation of labor interests 
and political interests in railroad manage- 
When accidents do happen, as hap- 
pen théy will, it is better to make an 
amicable settlement in the case of just 
claims than to fight all without discrim- 
ination in the courts. The old system raised 
great prejudice against the railroads, the 
minds of jurors even were predisposed 
against the railroads, and the political 
aspirant had to give promise of antagonism 
against them whether they were right or 
wrong. 

“The maintenance of hospitals by the 
railroads is calculated to bring about a 
better feeling, and, on the railroad’s' point 
of view, prevents the victim of an accident 
from falling into the hands of unscrupulous 
lawyers, and makes the matter of a just 
settlement of damages more easy of ad- 
justment. Under this system the railroads 
give every aid and assistance to the injured, 
and thereb. establish friendly relations be- 
tween the public and the railroad.” . 

After luncheon a number of technical 
papers were read by the members of the 
association. There was also a discussion 
of the proposition for a hospital car to be 
used in case of accidents and the propo- 
sition for the establishment of railway hos- 
pitals, which are a feature of many of the 
railways of the West. Eastern railway 
surgeons contended that it was not only 
impracticable, but that it would be super- 
fluous, where hospital service can be se- 
eured in almost any town of cpnsequence 
along the lines of the Eastern railroads. 


DEFENDS BOOK CONTRACT. 


Superintendent Jones of School Supply 
Bureau Answers Controller Grout. 


Superintendent Jones of the Supply Bu- 
, reau of the Department of Education issued 
a statement yesterday defending the five- 
year form of book contract adopted by the 
Executive Committee of the Board of Edu- 
cation on Wednesday. He said there would 
be no chance for Superintendent Maxwell 
and favored publishers. to reap a profit, as 
had been charged by Controller Grout. He 
said: 

“We have sixty-three contractors, who 
will furnish about $2,500,000 worth of 
books and supplies in the next five years. 
The textbook list, which was made up by 
the 3oard of Superintendents, contains 
5,000 different books. The list is forward- 
ed to the school Principals, and they make 
their choice. 

“In to Controller Grout’s state- 
ment five-year form of contract 
puts the obligations of this board upon 
its successor, the following clauses 
from the contractors’ specifications:

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Incorporated in Indian Territory, It 
Does Business Here by Mail. 


HARTFORD COMPANY PROTESTS 


Man Under Federal Indictment Asks 
Why Concern Is Not Prosecuted, If 
It Ils Trading on a Big Name. 


A concern which named itself the Hart- 
ford Insurance Company was incorporated 
in September under the laws of Indian Ter- 
ritory to do a genera! insurance business. 
The capital is $2,000,000, of which accord- 
ing to the sworn statement of the incor- 
porators, $5,000 was paid in. The New 
York office of the concern is in the Hart- 
ford Building, at 41 Union Square, although 
the name does not appear on the doors of 
any of the rooms. The considerable mail 
is delivered at the room of the “ Phoenix 
Underwriters,” on the ninth floor. Post 
Office Inspectors are now making an in- 
vestigation. 

According to the Hartford Fire Insur- 
ance Company of Hartford, one of the 
largest insurance organizations in the coun- 
try, the object of the Indian Territory in- 
corporation is to trade on the name of the 
older concern. The word “Fire” is 
omitted from the new company’s title, but 
the stationery and policies are almost 
identical. Furthermore, the new concern 
in its correspondence incloses an envelope, 
on which is printed ‘The Hartford Insur- 
avce Company, Hartford Building, 41 Union 
Square, New York.” 

Accordingly, the Hartford Fire Insurance 
Company has issued a warning circular 
against the new company. The circular 
reprints a paragraph from an insurance 
paper to the effect that W. P. Harris and 
J. L. Rogers, two of the incorporators, for- 
merly were active in another Indian Ter- 
ritory concern, the Phoenix Underwriters, 
and that J, L. Rogers is under indictment 
by the Federal Grand Jury for alleged 
use of the United States mails to obtain 
money fraudulently. : 

Rogers was in the room of the “ Phoenix 
Underwriters” yesterday afternoon, and 
admitted that he was a stockholder in the 
Hartford Insurance Company. He admit- 
ted, too, that he was under indictment. 

“Tf we are trading on the name of the 
Hartford Fire Insurance Company,” he 
added, “ why don’t they prosecute us? We 
are doing a legitimate business, and all 
the Post Office Inspectors, District At- 
torneys, and reporters in the country may 
come up here if they wish and make all 
the investigations they please.” 

Regarding the statement that he formerly 
was active in the Phoenix Underwriters, 
Rogers said that he was active in it yet. 
This concern has a charter similar to that 
of the Hartford Insurance Company. 

“Despite printed reports to the con- 
trary,” said Rogers, “‘ the Phoenix Under- 
writers is still doing business. We are still 
paying losses and have paid three within 
the last few weeks.” 

The Phoenix Insurance Company of Hart- 
ford has the same objection to the meth- 
ods of the Phoenix Underwriters that the 
Hartford Fire Insurance Company has to 
the existence of the Hartford Insurance 
Company. President Skilton of the Phoe- 
nix of Hartford, according to The Hartford 
Courant, said that he heard first ahout a 
year ago that policies were being issued 
purporting to insure people in the Phoenix 
Underwriters of New York. 

Later, said Mr. Skilton, the Texas Insur- 
ance Commissioners got after Rogers, who 
was arrested, charged with fraud, and he 
was held under bonds pending a requisition 
from the Governor of Texas. Subsequent- 
ly Rogers was arrested by the United 
States postal authorities, and he was re- 
leased again under bonds. He has not been 
tried yet. ‘ 

The method of operation, according to 
President Sxilton, was .to send from the 
New York office a policy on some business 
man’s property in a Southern State, with a 
daily report partly made out to some fire 
agent, at the same time telling the agent 
that the company thought the line a good 
one and pointing out the advantages of be- 
ing insured in the Phoenix Underwriters at 
a ‘low premium rate. The agent was re- 
quested to deliver the policy, complete the 
daily report, and remit the premium, less 
25 per cent. commission.

SCHOONER’S CREW SAVED 
AFTER THE HURRICANE 


Taken from Sinking Vessel 280 
Miles Off Sandy Hook. 


WITHOUT WATER THREE DAYS 


Flag of Distress Unnoticed by Nova 
Scotian Schooner, Which Had 
Also Suffered. 


Their vessel waterlogged and in a sink- 
ing condition, eight men who for three days 
had ben without water, and whose only 
food consisted of a little canned corn beef, 
were brought to this port yesterday by the 
Criental steamship Atholl, which vessel had 
rescued them 280 miles off tize Hook Tues- 
day. The vessel that was abandoned was 
the three-masted lumber laden scaooncr 
Islesboro, owned by Pendleton Brothers of 
New York, And not insured. 

“We sailed rom Savannah the morning 
o the ninth,”’ said Capt. Turner of the 
Lslesboro, *‘ and had splendid weather until 
Saturday, the 12th, when the wind shifted 
from southeast to north, then northeast, 
and finally due east. In a jiffy a gale was 
blowing, which increased in fury each 
minute. By 5 o’clock the seas were run- 
ning mountain high. All night long the 
gale, which by midnight was a hurricane, 
blew with everincreasing force. Sunday 
morning at 11 o’clock our forestaysail 
went overboard, three hours later the fore- 
sail was blown away, and in another hour 
the mainsail followed. 

“Sunday afternoon we started the 
pumps, and from 3 to 11 P; M. they sucked 
dry. Then we commenced to get water in, 
and in two hours we were water-logged. 
Just before daylight our only lifeboat was 
washed away, and we were rolling in the 
trough of the sea. The 483,000 feet if lum- 
ber that we had on board began to wash 
away piece by piece. 

“All this time the great seas were curl- 
ing with clock-like regularity over our 
decks, our water casks were hurled over- 
board; then the cabin and the forward 
house went, and when dawn of Tuesday 
came all our stores except a little corned 
beef was gone. Our situation then became 
so perilous and the vessel was in such a 
predicament that in order to save our 
lives the entire crew climbed on top of the 
after house, that being the only part of 
the Islesboro that was not awash at that 
time. 

“When all the deckload had gone the 
schooner heeled over to the starboard, and 
we were in momentary peril of her turn- 
ing turtle any minute, so fierce was the 
onslaught of wind and wave at that time. 
We improvised a flag of distress as soon 
as daylight of Tuesday came, the flag 
being made of an old flour sack, a piece of 
carpet, and a table cloth, 

“About 6 A. M. we sighted a _ three- 
masted Nova Scotian schooner a mile to 
our starboard, and signaled her with the 
flag and also with a torch, and finally by 
building a fire on top the afterhouse. She 
paid no attention to our signals. The Nova 
Scotian had suffered, too, for I could see 
that she had lost her mizzen and foretop- 
masts, her main fore and staysails, and ap- 
parently also her lifeboat. 

“About 4 o’clock in the afternoon we 
made out the funnel of a westbound liner 
that had proved to be the Athol. She was 
about tetn miles away, and in less than five 
minutes after we began to signal her she 
changed her course and headed for us.” 

The Islesboro was built in 1882, and was 
always employed in the lumber trade.

Harris, Gates & Co. and Others Let Out 
of Suits.

IN THE HOUSE OF ITS FRIENDS. 

If Mr. BRYAN in The Commoner should 
express the fervent hope that there 
might never dawn upon his vision the 
spectacle of a National currency dis* 
jointed, disorganized, and imperiled by 
the adoption of any other standard than 
the gold dollar of the present weight and 
fineness; if Mr. EpWARD ATKINSON 
should declare that it would be base flat- 
tery to describe as a traitor any man 
who should haul down our flag in the 
Philippines; if figs should really grow 
on thistles and be gathered therefrom, 
men would marvel, would they not? Un- 
doubtedly, and with good reason. But 
we think none of these improbabilities 
would so rouse our special wonder as 
the publication of the following senti- 
ments in the editorial columns of our 
neighbor The New York Tribune: 


The Dingley act was passed nearly eight 
years ago. Since then a wonderful develop- 
ment in American maufactures and com- 
merce has occurred. No wise and patriotic 
man can wish to arrest that development, 
but he must realize that in some respects 
the country has outgrown the law, and that 
in some other respects, as experience has 
demonstrated, the law was faulty from the 
beginning. The iron and steel schedules 
have certainly been outgrown and need re- 
vision. Some tinplate manufacturers con- 
cede that they do not need any longer the 
measure of protection which they receive. 
The leather duties, which were intended to 
protect cattle raisers, seem by a miscalcula- 
tion to have resulted in hampering the 
manufacture for export of heavy leather 
goods made from thick South American 
hides and in making those goods unneces- 
sarily dear at home. Then more and more 
the people realize the shortsightedness and 
folly of taxes on books and art. The sup- 
posed beneficiaries of these taxes almost 
unanimously demand their repeal. Our 
duty to the Philippines and our self-interest 
also prompt the opening of our doars to 
their trade. Their prosperity is the solution 
of our insular problem. 

We will warrant that nobody ever saw 
anything like that in The Tribune be- 
fore. These views are not merely hereti- 
cal from the point of view of protection— 
they are frankly Cobdenitish. What! 
After more than half a century of un- 
swerving devotion to high and always 
higher protection, will The Tribune now 
put its elderly Pittsburg readers in peril 
of apoplexy by affirming that the iron 
and steel schedules are outgrown and 
need revision? And where is the apos- 
tate manufacturer of tinplate who is 
willing to forego the duties that have 
fostered the growth of that historic in- 
fant? The duty on hides “ hampering” 
the export of manufactures! 
Customs taxes on books and art short- 
sighted and foolish! Dauntless free- 
traders have said these things, and glor- 
ied in them. Our neighbor’s namesake of 
Chicago puts forth such views three 
years out of four, and then on the fourth, 
being a Presidential year, recants and 
becomes regular and orthodox. The New 
York Tribune has either been commun- 
ing with its soul and has got an inward 
light that guides its feet in the path of 
repentance, or else it has had intimations 
from Washington. 

We hope all 
theory of intimations is the correct one, 
for that would mean that President 
ROOSEVELT has finally taken to heart the 
wise teaching of that last public utter- 
ance of the lamented McKINLEy. It has 
been our opinion, expressed on the morn- 
ing after Mr. ROOSEVELT’s triumphant 
election and many times before and since, 
that nothing could so confirm and justify 
the hold upon power of the Republican 
Party asan attempt in good faith torevise 
the tariff. There are many indications 
that this important change in its policy 
has been planned by the Administration. 
Thecountry would begrateful even for the 
appointment of an expert commission to 
study the schedules and report amend- 
ments. That would be something gained, 
though the country’s hope might be dis- 
appointed. in the ‘result. We do not 
think the Republican Party would ven- 
ture to’ répeat .the wretched farce of 
1883. The bill reported by the Commis- 
sion which sat in that year, moderate as 
were the chunges prepesed, was cast 
aside by Congress, which proceeded to 
enact still higher duties. The McKinley 
act of 1890, so promptly repudiated by 
the country, was the next Republican re- 
vision, and last of all we have the Ding- 
ley bill, the most audacious and objec- 
tionable of American tariffs. When pro- 
tectionist newspapers like The Tribune 
begin to talk about duties that hamper 
our exports, duties that have been out- 
grown by the industries they protect, 
and duties that are no longer needed, it 
is sufficiently plain that minds long shut 
have been opened to economic truth.

It has become the confirmed habit of 
Republicans to insist that the tariff 


should never be touched save by its ! 


friends, and that when the changed con- 
dition of our industries warranted re- 
vision it would be attempted by them. 
The Tribune admits that the change has 
corhe, that revision is warranted. The 
time is approaching when the demand 
for American consumption will material- 
ly diminish our exportable surplus of 
agricultural products. There is nothing 
to take their place but manufactures— 
unless we are willing to export gold in 
sufficient quantities. Our exports of 
manufactures will increase but slowly 
under such a tariff as that which now 
weighs upon them. If the Administra- 
tion and the Republican leaders see these 
things as McKINLEY saw them, and as 
tariff reformers have seen them for 
years, then in truth has the sun of the 
new day risen. 


THE RASTOROPNY. 

Evidently the blockade of Port Arthur 
is more effective than we have been led 
to believe. We have been told that 
Chinese and other blockade runners have 
succeeded in getting through supplies 
for the beleaguered garrison which have 
gone to supplement the original stores of 
the defense. That may be true. The 
hope of gain from blockade-running is 
great enough to induce adventurous 
sailor-men to run great risks. In our 
civil war it was commonly computed 
that two successful trips paid for the 
blockade runner, though she was cap- 
tured or sunk on the third attempt. But, 
all the same, the risks are very great at 
Port Arthur or at whatever landfall on 
the Southern coast of Manchuria the 
blockade runners try to make. For it is 
now made plain that to send a message 
from Port Arthur to Che-Foo means, and 
is known at Port Arthur to mean, the 
sacrifice of the messenger, which in this 
case was a torpedo boat destroyer. Hav- 
ing fulfilled her mission, and escaped in 
a snowstorm from the blockading fleet, 
the Rastoropny had to be sacrificed. Un- 
less her commander was a coward, he 
found the risk of a return so great that 
he destroyed his boat in order to save 
for Russia the officers and men who 
would have been sacrificed also if she 
had attempted to return. And this he 
appears to have done under express 
orders. 

It is an expensive means of communi- 
cation, and the message the boat carried 
should have been very urgent. But the 
main interest of the suicide, so to speak, 
of a torpedo boat destroyer is in the 
light it sheds on the probable future of 
the “‘ Baltic squadron” of which the dis- 
patch has so much more the air of a po- 
litical than of a military operation, There 
are just now two possible ports in the 
Far East for the vessels of this squadron. 
But the overwhelming probabilities are 
that, when they at last arrive, there will 
be but one. Port Arthur will long have 
fallen, and Vladivostok alone will re- 
main. What chance will the squadron 
have of making that port, at a season 
when access to it, in time of peace, can 
be secured only by an ice breaker, when 
the ships at Port Arthur will have been 
captured or destroyed, when the ships at 
Viadivostok will be unable to co-operate 
with their rescuers, and when the whole 
Japanese Navy will be left at liberty to 
concentrate its fire upon the Baltic 
squadron? How can any Russian figure 
out, even on paper, any chance for the 
Russian rescuers in such a conflict? Evi- 
dently there is no sanity in the sending 
of the Baltic squadron on such a des- 
perate errand. Evidently that movement 
is a mere exhibition of desperation. 





THE COST OF LIVING. 

Statements relative to the cost of living 
based upon nothing more accurate than 
“personal observation and experience” 
have very little value as a basis for sta- 
tistical computations. In the case of a 
given family it may very well be that up 
to a certain point the cost of living 
steadily increases quite irrespective of the 
movement of market prices. As children 
are born and advance in age the family 
living expenses must of necessity in- 
crease, even if meanwhile the standard 
of living has not apparently changed 
from those of the simple life to those of 
a condition more artificial and entailing 
more self-indulgence and greater sacri- 
fices for appearances. For this reason it 
will be of interest for those who bewail 
the increasing difficulty of living on in- 
elastic incomes to know just how much 
the necessary cost of living has increased 
within the past fifteen years. 

The Bulletin of the Department of La- 
bor for September, just issued, contains 
this information in great detail, embodied 
in tables and diagrams showing the fluc- 
tuations in wholesale and retail prices 
through a series of years. It is alto- 
gether too voluminous to be of general 
interest or value, but some comparisons 
patiently excavated from its wealth of 
information will serve to show as accu- 
rately as statistics can to what extent 
the cost of living has actually advanced 
in the United States during the fourteen 
wears, 1890-1903, inclusive. In this pe- 
riod wholesale prices advanced or de- 
clined as expressed in the percentages 
given, the plus sign indicating an ad- 
vance and the minus sign a decline:

Figures of this kind are necessarily in- 
conclusive and to a great extent unsat- 
isfactory. However, they are as exact as 
any available, and nothing is shown by 
them more clearly than that the cost of 
living, measured by any approximately 
fixed standard, has not increased during 
the past fourteen years in anything like 
the ratio in which wages have advanced. 


PENSIONS AND PURGATORY. 

The comment of ex-Commissioner 
Ware, when the very kindly acceptance 
of his resignation was handed to him, 
that “two years in the Pension Office 
are equivalent to four years in Purga- 
tory,” told the whole story. If it is true, 
what manner of men should those be 
who look forward to a more or less pro- 
tracted stay in the place referred to? 
When he reads the amiable assurances 
of the President that his administration 
of the office has been more satisfactory 
than that of any of his predecessors to 
the responsible heads of the Govern- 
ment and to the veterans of the Civil 
War, is it possible that his eye will 
wander to a legend inscribed on the wail 
of his office and that he will recall with 
some bitterness how often he has been 
made to think that, perhaps, it might be 
just the other way? 

Considering the fact that whoever ac- 
cepts this office attempts an impossible 
task, one of Mr. Warn’s epigrammatic 
mural legends might be replaced with a 
paraphrase of DANTE’s line: ‘ All hope 
abandon, ye who enter here.” Whether 
the incumbent pleases the old soldiers or 
not is immaterial. The people he must 
reckon with comprise the well-organized 
ring of pension agents, who do not like 
to be reminded that “the Lord hates a 
Liar,” and have no use for a Commis- 
sioner who regards as a lie anything 
which makes two pensions grow where 
one grew before. 


THE FRENCH WAR DEPARTMENT. 

It is really difficult for a man who has 
had his face slapped, under circum- 
stances of great publicity, and who has 
shown no efficacious resentment of the 
performance, to save that face by any 
subsequent operations of his own. This 
is true throughout “ Christendom "’; that 
is to say, throughout that part of the 
world which theoretically accepts the 
saying that the duty 6f one thus smitten 
on one cheek is to turn the other to the 
smiter. The practical revolt against the 
theoretical requirement of ethics is es- 
pecially strong when the smitten person 
happens also to be a professional soldier. 
Only in China can a soldier show a 
slapped face with any expectations of 
saving it. 

Accordingly, when it was announced 
that Gen. ANDRE, the French Minister of 
War, had retired from the Ministry, it 
was inferred that it was because M. 
SyveETron had slapped his face without 
exciting any effective reaction. But 
there is really much more in the matter 
than that. The French Chamber is still 
certainly more liable than the English 
House of Commons, and, perhaps, than 
the American House of Representatives, 
to scenes of personal violence. But 
there has for many years been a grow- 
ing opposition in the Chamber to those 
“ interpellations ” with fists and umbrel- 
las which at one time regularly punctu- 
ated its proceedings on the occasions of 
exciting debates. If nothing but the 
slapping had been in question, Gen. 
ANDRE might have incurred discredit, 
but his assailant would certainly have 
incurred more tangible pains and penal- 
ties. It is not fitting or seemly that one 
member of a deliberative assembly 
should interrupt its préceedings and 
take up its time by cuffing another. But 
it seems that M. SyrVeTon knew whom 
he was slapping, and that the slappee 
had made himself too heavy a burden 
for any French Ministry to carry. His 
efficiency as a Minister of War had been 
very seriously brought into question by 
the report of an inspecting officer that 
the Eastern frontier of France was very 
imperfectly defended, and that the de- 
fenders who manned it on paper did not 
man it in fact. This Bastern. or Ger- 
man 
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an extremely tender point with the 
French public, a point which has lost none 
of its tenderness during the last thirty- 
three years. The disclosures about it 
were such as to demand a sacrifice of 
the official responsible for its condition. 
And then the unfortunate ANDRE suf- 
fered for an excess of zeal which the 
Ministry might have been expected to 
Overlook. He had used the’ army not 
only diligently, but with evident gusto, 
to forward the policy of the Ministry in 
the breaking up of the congregations. 
Now, however necessary may have been 
that work, it was felt in France to be 
work rather for policemen than for sol- 
diers. The achievement, on the part of 
troops, of the expulsion of nuns from 
their schools and habitations is not a 
feat of arms nor one “ which the Muse 
delights to celebrate.” There was noth- 
ing gallant or soldierly about it. Even 
those Frenchmen who insisted upon the 
necessity of it were rather ashamed to 
See the army take the leading part in it. 
What between his neglect of his strictly 
military functions and his joyous ac- 
ceptance of functions not military, Gen. 
ANDRE would have been an unpopular 
character, even if he had not had the 
misfortune of having his face slapped. 
When that ‘“‘comble” of his misfortunes 
fell upon him, the Ministry had really no 
recourse except to unload him at the 
first opportunity. 


OZONE IN THE SUBWAY. 

The most entertaining suggestion 
which has been called out by the popu- 
lar discussion of the air of the Subway, 
is that the Interborough Company install 
@ number of static electrical machines 
and generate ozone continuously. What- 
ever those who make or approve this 
Suggestion may lack, it is certainly not 
imagination. 

Ozone in quantities sufficient to ac- 
complish anything would be a very lively 
constituent of the Subway atmosphere. 
It is a form of oxygen invested with a 
highly exalted chemical activity. The 
energy of its oxidizing power is such that 
it would “ go for” everything in sight or 
out of sight, and destroy not only the 
metallic conductors, columns, rails, and 
the like, but would eat up the insulation 
and provide the attractions for a per- 
petual circus. Incidentally it would at- 
tack the mucous membranes of nose and 
throat, and send passengers coughing and 
gasping to the upper air, to report that 
a@ new smell had developed in the Sub- 
way which must be due to the establish- 
ment of a connection with the region 
where “sulphurous and _ tormenting 
flames ” are supposed to be self-generat- 
ing and to exist independently of fresh 
supplies of fuel. 

The complaint at present is that the 
air of the Subway is deficient in oxygen. 
Of what is it proposed to make the 
ozone? Would it not be more practical 
to start conservatories in the Subway, so 
that the plants might take up the car- 
bonic acid, separate the carbon equiva- 
lents therefrom and liberate the oxygen? 
As this has not been previously sug- 
gested we claim priority. 


THE PISTOL HABIT. 

It is doubtful if the kind of ordinance 
which the Magistrates dnite in asking 
the Board of Aldermen to pass, for the 
more effective punishment of the grow- 
ing and wholly unnecessary habit of pis- 
tol carrying, will accomplish a great deal 
of good. As it is, law-abiding and well- 
intentioned people no longer carry weap- 
ons of any kind, and a pistol in the 
pocket is as unusual among persons not 
distinctly identified with the lawless 
class as the bowie knife in the bootleg. 
As an article of household furniture, 
however, the revolver is to be found in 
almost every dwelling—the impression 
being general that it is or may be needed 
as a protection against burglars. This 
habit accounts for a great many homi- 
cides, and, perhaps, for not a few mur- 
ders. 

It is not a crime, per se, to carry a 
pistol when one feels safer with than 
without it, and expects to find himself 
in a position where he will be liable to 
molestation by persons quite sure to be 
armed with one or another form of lethal 
weapon. No great good would come 
from making the penalties of such an in- 
discretion more severe than they are 
now; but it should be within the discre- 
tion of a Magistrate to impose a very se- 
vere and examplary penalty upon any 
one with a criminal record who is found 
thus armed. If the thugs and gang 
members can be deterred from pistol 
carrying, orderly people of nervous tem- 
peraments will be glad to be relieved 
from the feeling that it is necessary to 
incumber their pockets with the means 
of self-protection. 

As to the feeling that “‘ sleep must lie 
down armed, for the villainous centrebit 
grinds on the wakeful ear in the hush of 
the moonless night,” it has some excuse 
in the fears of women and children. 
Where this seems necessary we com- 
mend the example of a good citizen who, 
in compliance with the urgent request 
of his wife to procure firearms for house- 
hold defense, bought a good double- 
barreled shotgun and a box of cartridges 
charged with substantial buckshot. His 
gun is kept unloaded in one accessible 
place and his cartridges in another. His 
theory is that if it should ever be neces- 
sary for him to rise in the night and 
drive out burglars he would need a more 
effective weapon for that purpose than 
a futile revolver with a short barrel and 
@ Very uncertain aim. Moreover, if he is 
wide enough awake to get up, take his 
gun, find his cartridges and slip a couple 
of them into his breech loader, he will 
not be likely to shoot at what he does 
not want to hit nor to miss it if he does 
shoot. This is practical common sense. 
For purposes of defense the double-bar- 
reled shotgun bears much the relation to 
short-barreled, cheap pistol that a Gat- 
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ling gun bears to a putty blower, and the 
householder who has to load it is not 
likely accidentally to kill his wife or one 
of the children. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—NMost of the public commendation that 
policemen win is earned by displays of 
courage backed up by physical strength, 
and while those are undoubtedly valuable 
qualities in policemen, as in other men, 
tact and quickness of wit are also highly 
desirable attributes, and they, too, ought 
to receive the praise they deserve. We are 
therefore inclined to treat as a really not- 
able achievement the capture of a scorch- 
ing automobilist that was made this week 
by ‘“ Ajax’’ WHITMAN, a member of the 
bicycle squad, who has hitherto been chief- 
ly or wholly famous for abilities of the 
sort indicated by his nickname. The scorch- 
er had scorned an order to halt, and, 
thanks to the condition of the street at the 
height of the storm, he was easily able to 
outstrip the man on the bicycle. The lat- 


ter had come to a disconsolate stop and: 


was sadly looking at the lawbreaker as he 
disappeared into the distance and safety 
when he saw him wave a salutation to an 
acquaintance on the sidewalk. This would 
have suggested nothing to most members 
of the police force and to few outside of it, 
but for WuiTman it changed defeat into 
the large possibility of success, Riding 
leisurely along until he met the man at 
whom the automobilist had waved his 
hand, a laboriously casual inquiry was 
enough to elicit the offender’s name, and 
after that there was no trouble in vindi- 
cating the outraged law, for the automo- 
bilist, returning to his ‘“‘ garage” at the 
end of his wild journey, found the implaca- 
ble policeman there calmly waiting for him. 
That, now, was a fine piece of work. It 
will not win a medal or get into the com- 
pilations of herdic exploits by the police, 
but the man capable of performing it is a 
man with a head, and as he is also a man 
with exceptionaily well-developed muscles 
and some zeal in using them for the city, 
his superiors should keep their eyes upon 
him. 


——In an envelope bearing in large letters 
the interesting inquiry, “Is It a Crime to 
Be a Woman?” we have received from the 
National American Woman Suffrage Asso- 
ciation a circular vehemently exhorting all 
and sundry to do what they can to prevent 
Congress from putting into, or rather from 
leaving in, the bills admitting Oklahoma 
and Arizona to Statehood a clause to which 
the organization mentioned very strongly 
objects. Our natural inclination toward 
dcing what we’re asked to do, particularly 
when the request comes from the gentler 
half of our readers, is not at all chilled by 
a perusal of the clause in question. It runs: 

Fifth—That said State shall never enact any 
law restricting or abridging the right of suf- 
frage om account of race, color, or previous 
condition of servitude, or on account of any 
other conditions or qualifications, save and ex- 
cept on account of illiteracy, minority, sex, con- 
viction of felony, mental condition, or resi- 
dence; provided, however, that any such restric- 
tions shall be made uniform and applicable alike 
to all citizens. 


It ts, of course, upon the company in 
which the word ‘‘sex”’ is here found that 
we are expected, or desired, indignantly to 
exclaim, and we will at least go so far as 
to say that even those who oppose an ex- 
tension of the suffrage privilege to women 
might well refrain from expressing their 
views in an enumeration calculated to of- 
fend the women who do not yearn for the 
ballot quite as much as their more ambi- 
tious sisters. Whether women should be 
disfranchised or not, there is as little cour- 
tesy as reason in explicitly classing them, 
as the circular says, with “‘ minors, crimi- 
nals, lunatics, non-residents, and ignoram- 
uses,” and though some others in the list— 
the non-residents, for instance—also ‘have 
an analogous grievance which they will not 
even think of exploiting, still it is particu- 
larly hard in the case of the women, and 
we're with them in protesting against the 
form, if not against the substance, of this 
exclusion. We would even join them, 
moreover, in declaring that it is unneces- 
sary and injudicious to give even such miti- 
gated permanency as a State Constitution 
bestows to a denial of the suffrage to wo- 
men, but if these excited ladies had looked 
again at the clause which angers them they 
would have seen that the new States are 
not ordered, but only permitted, to disfran- 
chise them. The difference is considerable, 
in a practical way, however it may be sen- 
timentally. And the protestants are right 
when they characterize as gratuitous inter- 
ference the prohibition of negro disfran- 
chisement, and when they point out that 
the clause may be interpreted as forbid- 
ding refusal of the ballot for lack of United 
States citizenship. 


—It is something more than possible 
that, even if the airship men had not re- 
eeived the countenance and sympathy of 
the very young and slightly mysterious 
New York Motor Club, they could still have 
gone happily and hopefully about their in- 
teresting and important business of—well, 
of making and carrying out contracts to 
arouse the easily awakened astonishment 
of the throngs at big expositions and little 
county fairs. For as yet the New York 
Motor Club isn’t deciding many destinies, 
and not to have its recognition is not quite 
the same thing as to be nobody and no- 
where. Nevertheless, we are glad that they 
decided to take in such aerial A. B.’s as 
are eager or willing to join them—glad, not 
so much because the aerial] A. B.’s will or 
may class themselves with the other manip- 
ulators of motors as because there is @ 
chance ‘that an increased number of the 
other manipulators of motors will be in- 
cited by the associations now established 
to betake themselves and their motors up 
into the air, where there is a lot of room 
and no old-fashioned people can be scared 
stiff or broken limber. The motor is all 
right, either on land or water, but the mo- 
torist so frequently isn’t that his popular- 
ity, as a member of a class, seems at pres- 
ent to depend upon devoting his attention, 
in some considerable degree, to the conquest 
of the only domain where audacious man is 
not yet at home. Aloft, his pleasures and 
his successes will be entirely innocent, and 
only his accidents will endanger others 
than himself. But the danger of being 
fallen on will be as nothing compared with 
the danger of being run over, and the in- 
jurfes inflicted in the former way, since 
they will be beyond even the suspicion of 
malice, will not cause anything like the 
rage that follows dismemberment by a 
motor which immediately seeks—and finds 
—safety behind the horizon line. Give the 
motor wings, and it will be loved and re- 
spected by all. 


—-Graduates of the new nature school 
that has animal novels for textbooks may 
possibly, or even probably, take a large 
interest in some remarks by The Watch- 
man on preparations for Winter which no- 
body except theologians can explain. ‘ That 
the thickness of the coats of fur or hair,” 
it says, ‘‘ should be varied in proportion to 
the coldness of the coming season cannot 
be accounted for by instinct, or even by 
reason.

EUROPE’S CONGRATULATIONS. 


Resentment Expressed at the Messages 
from the Pope and the Two Emperors. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 

Some five to six million American citi- 
zens, representing nearly half the Nation, 
who voted for Judge Parker for President 
were bitterly disappointed at the success 
cf Mr. Roosevelt, the candidate of the Re- 
publican Party. Indeed, many of the voters 
consider his election a National calamity. 

The Emperor of Germany, the Pope of 
Rome, and the Emperor of Austria hast- 
ened publicly to send messages of con- 
gratulation on his election. These con- 
gratulations doubtless gratify the vanity 
of Mr. Roosevelt and suit the imperial 
notions of the Administration at Washing- 
ton, but such unprecedented and imperti- 
nent interference in the domestic politics 
of this country on the part of foreign 
rulers, whether temporal or ecclesiastical, 
will be deeply resented by all self-respect- 
ing American citizens. 

During the Presidential campaign of 1888 
a@ letter of Sackville-West, the British Min- 
ister at Washington, containing some ex- 
pressions of opinion on the political issues 
then pending, found its way into the pub- 
lic newspapers. President Cleveland at 
once requested that the British Minister 
be recalled, and the request was at once 
complied with by the British Government. 

I notice that King Edward did not send 
a message of congratulation to Mr. Roose- 
velt. 

Imagine the chorus of indignant protest 
that would go up from the British press 
and public if Mr. Roosevelt should send a 
message of congratulation on the success 
of Mr. Balfour or Mr. Campbell-Banner- 
man, as the case might be, in a general 
Parliamentary election! Formerly it was 
the policy of our Government to mind its 
own business and require foreign nations 
to do likewise, 

Fortunately, the Democratic Party now 
stands for the ideals and principles of the 
founders of the Republic—one of these prin- 
ciples being the complete separation of 
Church and State. Let the Democratic 
Party remain steadfast in the faith of the 
fathers. Let its leaders and newspapers 
prosecute a vigorous campaign of educa- 
tion, and in the near future multitudes, in- 
spired by the true American spirit, native- 
born and naturalized citizens, Protestants 
and Catholics, Hebrews and agnostics, Re- 
publicans and independents, will flock in 
overwhelming numbers to its standard. 

In the words of Abraham Lincoln: “ You 
can fool some people all the time; you can 
fool all the people sometimes; but you can’t 
fool all the people all the time.”

Danish Expert Cites Connecticut, 
as Type of Ship Required. 


RESERVED FOR OPEN SE 


Development of Submarine and Torpedo 
Craft, He Says, Will Keep Largest 
Vessels from Shore. 


What amounts practically to the expert’s 
last word for the present in regard to the 
type of vessel that ought to form the back- 
bone of the modern navy was found in a 
paper on “ The Seagoing Battleship,” read 
yesterday before the twelfth general meet- 
ing of the Society of Naval Architects and 
Marine Engineers by Commander William 
Hovgaard of the Royal Danish Navy. 

Commander Hovgaard has spent more 
than two years in this country on leave of 
absence, having been called ta the Chair 
of Naval Design in the Department of 
Naval Architecture in the Massachugetts 
Institute of Technology. He endeav- 
ored to answer not only whether the 
main weapon for defense as well as attack 
should be the torpedo or the fronclad, but 
also whether the bulky battleship of the 
last decade should be retained and multi- 
plied or made to give way to vessels of 
lighter construction and greater speed, as 
advocated by the late Admiral Makaroff 
and others. The answer he gave to all the 
questions was emphatic and carefully 
backed by technical argument: “ The bat- 
tleship such as the American naval archi- 
tects have evolved in the Connecticut type 
must form the mainstay of every navy of a 
power that desires to hold its own on the 
high seas."’ 

Having enumerated the requirements of 
@ modern war vessel of the highest type, 
Commander Hovgaard argued in his paper 
that the only kind of vessel meeting all 
those requirements were battleships cor- 
responding to the Connecticut class in the 
American Navy and the King Edward class 
in the English Navy. He added, however, 
that they must be reserved for service in 
open sea, while a separate class of smaller 
and lighter vessels is used for coast de- 
fense, as the development of the torpedo 
craft and the increasing prominence of the 
submarine have rendered it too dangerous 
for the large ships to take part in coast 
work except in cases of urgent necessity. 

Comparison between the results obtained 
with torpedoes and by gun-fire during the 
present war causes Commander Hovgaard 
to assert, first, that the artillery must now 
as heretofore be the principal weapon of 
the battleship; then, that no satisfactory 
type of torpedo vessel capable of securing 
command of the ocean can be designed at 
the present time; that submarines are now, 
and will be for some time, unfit for any- 
thing but harbor and coast work; that 
torpedo craft and submarines will force 
the battleship to great caution in coast 
war, but that they cannot greatly endanger 
its safety on the high sea; and, finally, 
that smaller ships of whatever class will 
be unable to drive the large ships from the 
sea. 

The reasons for choosing the large bat- 
tleship of the Connecticut type as the 
most effective one undér present condi- 
tions are summed up by Commander Hov-+ 
gaard as follows: s 

“The larg: ship, apart from its superiora 
ity due to higher speed, greater gun-power, 
and better protection. is inherently su- 
perior to the smaller in point of nautical 


qualities, water-tight subdivision, economy 
of pro ulsion, and relative sea-speed. These 
qualities cannot be attained in the same 
measure in a smaller ship, and, since they 
are not subject to addition, they cannot 
be compensated for by a greater number 
of units. The deficiencies will be greater. 
the smaller the ship.” 

Francis L. Bowles, ex-Chief Constructor, 
United States Navy, President of the so- 
ciety, noting the probability of a revision 
of the Federal steamship inspection laws, 
urged that such revision be on a con- 
servative basis. He said that no encour- 
agement could be derived from the ship- 
building returns for.the year, showing but 
One merchant steam vessel of moderate 
size building on either ocean for deep-sea 
traffic, 

The naval architects and marine engi- 
neers of the United States, he said, had 
demonstrated their ability to produce the 
best battleships, armored cruisers, and 
submarine torpedo boats in the world. Mr. 
Bowles added: ‘* This development is the re- 
sult of the public demand for a navy, and 
the conclusion follows that if the people 
want a merchant marine they can have 
one of the same quality. We can build as 
well, and the prospect is as cheaply, as 
any one, To establish an ocean-going mer- 
chant marine, owned and operated by 
Americans, requires some present aid from 
Congress.”

TALES TOLD IN WILL FIGHT 


Relatives Object to Half Million Bequest 
to Financial Agent Who Had 
Her House Watched. 


Considerable difference of opinion over 

the mental state of Baroness Sarah Morris 
ae Vaugrigneuse when she made a will be- 
queathing almost half a million dollars to 
J. Herbert Carpenter, her financial agent, 
fleveloped yesterday at a hearing before 
urrogate Thomas, Her relatives are en- 
eavoring to prove that she was not com- 
fetent, and representatives of the Ameri- 
¢an Geographical Society and of Grace 
Church, beneficiaries under the will, were 
en hand to prove that the Baroness was of 
sound mind. 

Albert M. Quimby, one of the witnesses 
to the will, testified that he stopped then at 
the Breevort House and could see the home 
df the Baroness opposite from his window. 

“And you used to inform Mr. Carpenter 
if you saw anything you considered remark- 
able,” asked Edward Lauterbach of coun- 

el for the contestants; “‘ that is, you told 

f anything such as a visit of any rela- 
tives?’’ 

“ Well,” said Mr. Quimby, “I might men- 
tion it to him.” 

“Was it your habit to watch. the resi- 
dence?”’’ asked Surrogate Thomas. 

“I might look out,” answered the witness, 
“and see a carriage at the door.” 

Mr. Quimby said he had not known that 
Mr. Carpenter was named as residuary leg- 
atee at the time he signed the will. 

The physician who attended the mother of 
the Baroness for many years said he had 
oceasion to observe the Baroness, and be- 
Meved that she was not equal mentally to 
the average woman. John D. Davenport, 
counsel for Mr. Carpenter, read two letters 
written by the Baroness, one addressed to 
Mr. Carpenter when the Baroness was on 
a trip to Niagara Falls and Canada. In this 
letter she spoke of meeting Li Hung Chang. 
She lHkened him to “a performing bear,”’ 
explaining that the bear she had in mind 
had no yellow coat or peacock feathers 
dangling behind him.

MEXICO’S MONETARY PLAN. 


President Diaz Approves Proposed Re- 
form—Bill to Go to Congress. 


MEXICO CITY, Nov. 17.—President Diaz, 
aiter a Cabinet council] this evening, ap- 
proved the plan of Finance Minister Liman- 
tour for monetary reform, and ordered that 
a bill be sent to Congress to-morrow. The 
bill does not look to the direct accomplish- 
ment of monetary reform, but authorizes 
the Executive to carry out the reform in 
due time and subject to conditions fixed in 
the bill. 

The money medium will continue to be 
the present silver dollar with its weight 
and fineness unchanged, but its gold value 
will be fixed at the equivalent of 75 centi- 
grams of the yellow metal, putting it on a 
level with the United States half dollar in 
value, 

The mints will’ suspend coinage only to 
the extent of not adding to the internal 
circulation of dollars, but they will con- 
tinue to strike subsidiary coins, which will 


be given out in exchange for dollars, and 
the mints will also continue to turn out 
the old style dollars, if intended directly for 
exportation. The reimportation of dollars 
will be prohibited, 

_It is positively stated that the measures 
in preparation do not afford the slightest 
ground for variation in the conditions of 
the silver market, as Mexico is principally 
“+ + ee in keeping up the price of that 
metal.

Trustees Discuss. Marquise des Mon- 
stiers’s Renunciation. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—The Trustees 
of the Catholic University, who have been 
meeting here for two days, adjourned to- 
day until the second Wednesday after East- 
er. In all four sessions were held, during 
which the principal topic of discussion was 
the finances of the institution, There was 
also informal consideration of the letter of 
the Marquise des Monstiers-Merinville, 
founder of the university, yhich she 
made public her renunciatfn the Cath- 
olic religion. 

At the university to-night it was an- 
nounced that despite the Waggaman fail- 
ure, by which the university will lose part 
of the $876,000 which had been invested 
through him, the work of the institution 
would go on with greater vigor than ever 
before. It is positively stated that no action 
was taken by the Trustees regarding the 
Marquise des Monstiers letter. 

Neither that nor the Waggaman failure, 
it was said, would stop the plans for the 
upbuilding of the university, and it was in- 
timated that proffers of financial assist- 
ance from Catholics throughout the country 
had been made. For the present the 
finances of the institution will be managed 
by the committee appointed last year. 

To-night Rector O'Connell, through his 
secretary, Father Dougherty, said regarding 
the affairs of the university: 

“ The Board | of Trustees takes this occa- 
sion to thank all those who contributed so 
generously in the past year for the support 
of the university, and thereby exhibited 
their desire to correspond to the wishes of 
the Pope. The collection last year amount- 
ed to over $105,000. Out of this amount and 
other contributions the university was able 
to pay off its floating debt, which amount- 
ed to 768,743, and to pay current expenses 
as well as to invest ,000. In addition to 
this $50,000 were contributed by the Knights 
of Columbus to found the Chair of American 
History. _No money was placed in the 
hands of Mr. Waggaman since April, 1903, 
and therefore no part of this $100,000 is in- 
volved in the bankruptcy proceedings 
brought against him. .

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GEORGE H. RICHMOND DEAD. 


Well-Known Dealer in Rare Books Suc- 
cumbs to Apoplexy. 


SHORT HILLS, N. J., Nov. 17.—George 
H. Richmond, the well-known New York 
dealer in rare books, died suddenly at his 
residence here on Tuesday night from apo- 
plexy. 

Mr. Richmond was known to almost every 
book collector in this part of the country. 
In recent years his purchases and sales 
were on a more extensive scale than those 
of almost any other American dealer. It 
Was no rare thing for him to purchase a 
library outright for $100,000 or more. - On 
One occasion he bought a splendid collec- 
tion of incunabula and early English books, 
and the entire library was sold by him to 
J. Pierpont Morgan within a week. 

Born in Plymouth, Conn., fifty-five years 
ago, Mr. Richmond was intended for the 
navy. He spent three years at Annapolis, 
but left the Academy without being grad- 
uated. He then studied law, but never 
proctioné, becoming instead a bookseller at 

Yew Haven. He came to New York twen- 
ty-five years ago, and some time after- 
ward founded the firm of Richmond, Cros- 
cup & Co. Later he was connected with 
D. G. Francis & Co., and ultimately he be- 
came sole proprietor of that concern. Re- 
cently he moved his place of business to the 
Knickerbocker Trust Company building, at 
Fifth Avenue and Thirty-fourth Street. 

As an expert on early printed books, 
prints, and bindings, Mr. Richmond had few 
equals in this country. He was a member 
of the Aldine, New York, National Arts, and 
Baltusrol Golf Clubs, and of Puritan Lodge, 
F. and A. M. He leaves a widow, two 
sons, and two daughters.

JUSTICE DICKEY UMPIRE 
AT A BASEBALL TRIAL 


Fellow-Umpire’s Feelings Hurt by 
Hackensack Roasting. 


KNOWS WHAT THE FANS SAID 


His Honor Asks If They Didn’t Want to 
Kill the Plaintiff, and gives 
Learned Advice. 


Justice Dickey of the Supreme Sourt, who 
is presiding in Part III. of the Trial Term, 
Brooklyn, is having a lot of fun out of a 
libel suit before him brought by James 
Keefe against the Hackensack Wheelmen 
and Thomas C, Koehler. 

Keefe, who is a baseball umpire, seeks 
to recover $25,000 damages against the as- 
sociation, and Koefiler, for an article print- 
ed in a magazine circulated among the 
members of the Hackensack Wheelmen and 
edited by Koehler, It was in criticism of 
a game of ball played between teams from 
the Hackensack Wheelmen and the Oritani 
Field Club about a year ago. In it, the 
editor, among other things, said of Keefe’s 
decisions: 

“The decisions were unfair, and down- 
right robbery was manifest.”’ 

For this and other derogatory statements 
the plaintiff sought to recover damages. 

In defense, Chester A. Wells, Chairman 
of the Baseball Committee of the Hack- 
ensack Wheelmen, declared that Keefe’s 
decisions on balls and strikes were mani- 
festly improper, He qualified as an expert 
by saying that he had played ball “ ever 
since he could handle one,” a period of fif- 
teen years. 

“One of the batsmen for the Oritani 
team threw his arm out so that he would 
get hit by a pitched ball,” said the wit- 
ness, ‘‘and should have been declared out 
or retired from the game by the umpire. 
He didn’t, and in spite of protests from 
my team and the people in the stand, Keefe 
gave him his base.” 

“What did the people onithe grand stand 
say?” he was asked. 

“They shouted ‘ Robber,. put him out of 
the game!” 

Justice Dickey chuckled, and asked: 
*“* Did they want to kill the umpire? ”’ 

“They did, your Honor, and they also 
shouted ‘ Dirty ball.’ ” 

‘*Didn’t they say ‘rotten’?”’ asked Jus- 
tice Dickey, with a broad smile still on his 
face; “‘that’s the way they used to ex- 
press themselves when I went to ball 
games.”’ 

The witness then said that Mr. Higgins, 
one of the lawyers for the umpire, was a 
player on the Oritani team, and that one 
time when Higgins was at bat he struck 
at the ball, missed it, and then stepped in 
front of the catcher so that he could not 
throw the ball to second to head off a man 
trying to steal.

For Washingtonians, the opening of the 
Autumn meeting was the occasion for a 
holiday, and the surprising happenings of 
the day were accepted by them as a matter 
of course. The weather was pleasant, the 
track fast, and with big fields in the ma- 
jority of the six events the racing began 
under the most favorable conditions, and 
drew an unusually large attendance. Wo- 
men made up a large proportion of the 
guests in the clubhouse, and occupied near- 
ly half the grand stand, many leaders of 
society being included in their number. 

The most popular feature of racing for 
Washingtonians is steeplechasing, and the 
presence of one of the important stake 
events across country on the opening day’s 
programme was a special attraction that 
aroused great interest.

Trotting Queen Trots a Mile in 2:03 2-5, 
and Nearly Collapses.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 17.—Lou Dillon 
performed to-day in a disappointing way in 
a mile, which was announced as her posi- 
tive farewell appearance in public during 
the 1904 harness turf season. The trotting 
queen was driven by Millard Sanders in a 
final attempt to equal or better her dis- 
puted mile of 2:01, made Friday last; but 
after traveling over a slow half she fin- 
ished in almost a collapse and registered 
her third slowest mile of the season. Of- 
ficial time displayed by fractions was:

Lou Dillon was accompanied by a runner 
for the first time in all of her recent trials 
throughout the entire mile course. The 
runner followed twenty feet behind, but 
drew alongside as the home stretch was 
entered. The Billings mare plainly showed 
effects of her recent campaign, which has 
embraced repeated attacks on time, and in 
the opinion of her trainer, as well as every 
practical horseman at the track to-day, 
has earned a rest for the Winter.

“TOD” SLOAN’S LAST APPEAL. 


Highest Court in France Reserves De- 
cision in Suit Against Jockey Club. 


17.—The Court of Appeals to- 
day heard the appeal of the Jockey Club 
fagainst the decision favorable to “Tod” 
Sloan, the American jockey, growing out of 
his exclusion from the track. Maitre Labori, 
for Sloan, contested the club’s claim to be 
the exclusive judge of disciplinary measures. 
The decision was reserved. 

Sloan brought suit against the French 
Jockey Club for $40,000 damages for being 
warned off the turf in connection with Rose 


de Mai’s winning the Prix de Diane at the 
Chantilly races in May, 1902. On Dec. 14, 
1903, the court which heard the case found 
in favor of Sloan and ordered the Jockey Club 
to pay the costs of the suit, which were to 
be assessed later. The Jockey Club appealed.

Boys Must Weigh In Before Racing. 


A novel move in track athletics will be the 
weighing in of the contestants in the midget 
relay race, which was added to the list for the 
high school championships, at the time and place 
of competition. This race will be of four laps, 
open to high school boys of any age or size, 
provided their maximum weight is 110 pounds or 
under. There was much discussion dver the time 
of weighing in at the meeting of the High School 
Games Committee of the Public Schools Athletic 
League, some maintaining that this should take 
place at the time of entering. Others said some 
of the boys.would starve themselves to reach 110 


pounds on the day of entering, which is at least 
ten days before the games, and in the ten days 
following might gain as much as fifteén pounds, 
so that the rule would be evaded. 

The one-mile run was also added to the pro- 
gramme with one condition, that it be limited to 
boys of sixteen years and six months old and 
over, as it is considered injurious for younger 
boys to engage in long distance runs. 


Dan Patch’s New Pacing Record. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Nov. 17,—On .the asso- 
ciation track here to-day Dan Patch lowered 
the world’s record for pacing a mile on a 
half-mile track, the official time being 2:03 
flat. The previous record, held by Dan Patch 
himself, was made at Birmingham, Ala., last 
year, being 2:03%. Time by quarters—0:30%, 
1:00%, 1:31%%, 2:03. The pacer broke in the 


three-quaffer stretch and the pace setter ran 
considerably ahead. The. recovery was phe- 
nomenal, and when the king of pacers fin- 
ished under the world’s record there was a 
wild demonstration. Five thousand people 
witnessed the performance. 


Pool Match for World’s Championship. 
ST. LOUIS, Nov. 17.—Arrangements have been 
completed for a match game of pool between 
Alfredo de Oro, champion of the world, and 


Thomas Hueston of St. Louis, for the title now 
held by de Oro. The conditions call for 600 
points, 200 to be oss each night, beginning on 
Thanksgiving night. 


Ruling for High School Boys. 

The ruling that. High School boys cannot 
compete for outside athletic organizations 
was again thrashed out at the meeting of the 
High Schools Games Committee and the rul- 
ing was vigorously upheld. The Chairman, 
however, by request, ruled that public Sum- 
mer schools and vacation playgrounds be not 
regarded as “ outside” athletic organizations, 
so henceforth the High School boys may play 


on Summer school and vacation playground 
teams without fear of disqualification by the 
league.

IN FINAL PRACTICE 


Crimson Football Squad Goes Into 
Quarters at Morris Cove. 


YALE HAS A STIFF SCRIMMAGE 


Both Teams in Good Condition, and In- 
jured Players Are Expected in Their 
Regular Ptaces To-morrow. 


Yale’s football players were put through 
a hard scrimmage yesterday afternoon, 
lasting over half an hour. It was the final 
drill of the year. All of the regulars wita 
the exception of Owsley and Leavenworth 
took part in the play during the afternoon, 
and it now looks as though Flinn and 
“Sam” Morse would be in the first line- 
up against Harvard. Hundreds of under- 
graduates marched to the field and cheered 
the men and were allowed to witness about 
ten minutes of the scrimmage. When the 
gates were thrown open the scrubs had the 
ball on the ’Varsity twelve-yard line, and 
without regard to downs hammered away 
at the ’Varsity line until the goal was 
reached. The first team received the ball 
and soon worked it to centre field, where 
the practice ended. 

The Yale team will go through light sig- 
nal drill this morning and afternoon, and it 
is believed will face Harvard as follows: 
Shevlin, left end; Bloomer, left tackle; Kin- 
ney, left guard; Roraback, centre; Trippe, 
right guard; Hogan, right tackle; Neal, 
right end; Rockwell, quarter back; Flinn 
and Hoyt, half backs, and S. Morse, full 
back. F. B. McCoy and Veeder, the fresh- 
men, doubtless will get a chance to play, 
and Owsley and Leavenworth as welk pro- 
vided they are in fit condition. Yale men 
believe that they will have no easy time 
beating Harvard, especially as it is re- 
ported from Morris Cove, where the Har- 
vard team is quartered, that all the men 
are in fine condition and show no results of 
injuries. Yale players and students firmly 
believe tKat the Crimson eleven which will 
face Yale Saturday will be one of the best 
that Harvard has turned out in years. 

Tickets for the game were distributed to 
Yale undergraduates yesterday by order of 
classes. The demand was large, and itis 
claimed that all tickets have been taken 
which were in the hands of the Yale man- 
agement. Speculators were busy picking 
up stray tickets on the Yale side of the 
field and many of them seemed well sup- 
plied with seats on the Harvard side. A 
premium is already asked for tickets which 
are being sold on the street. 


Three full elevens of Harvard football 
players— the varsity team and the first and 
second strings of substitutes—arrived in 
New Haven yesterday for the annual game 
with Yale to-morrow. With them came 
Head Coach Edgar Wrightington, Coaches 
Cochrane, Lewis, and others, Trainer 
** Jack ’’ MacMasters, and a large corps of 
assistants. The players appeared to be in 
good spirits, and, although several men 
wore bandages, Head Coach Wrightington 
said the injured men were doing well and 
that. the entire squad would be sound by 
to-morrow. 

The Harvard men came on the Colonial 
Express, which was stopped at Cedar Hill 
Station, where trolley cars were in waiting. 


The players were taken to the Pequot 
House, at Morris Cove, at which hotel they 
will be quartered until to-morrow night. 
Late in the day the Crimson ’Varsity had a 
long signal practice. None of the men 
showed any signs of physical defects, and 
they ran through the signals in fast order. 
The condition of the Crimson players seems 
excellent, and the men are in fine spirits, 
and apparently are not fearful of the out- 
come of the game Saturday. In the even- 
ing another signal practice was held on the 
big assembly room floor of the clubhouse. 
This morning and afternoon the team will 
g) through signals and formations, but 
there will be no scrimmage. 


Every day this week the navy football 
squad, under H@§d Coach Paul Dashiell 
and a small arm? of assistants, has had a 
spirited practice consisting of two parts, a 
drill in new formations and tricks, during 
which the public is carefully excluded from 
that part of the academy, and a sharp 
scrub game, which all are permitted to see. 
The line is still somewhat unsettled on ac- 
count of the number of men who, though 
not seriously injured, are not in condition 
to take chances, but at least three of the 
positions in the back field seem to be filled 
as they will be against West Point. Smith, 
lately taken from guard, seems to fill the 
position of full back very well, and Doher- 
ty and Spencer have distanced the others 


for half backs. Quarter back is still in 
doubt between Wilcox and Norton, the for- 
mer at present seeming to have the coach’s 
favor. Two ex-Captains of navy teams 
have joined the coach’s squad this week. 
They are Lieut. Arthur G. Kavanaugh, 
Captain of the team of 1893, and Passed 
Midshipman Charles G. Belknap, who led 
the team two years ago. 

In thirty minutes of hard playing yester- 
day afternoon the Navy team was able 
to score but once on the strong scrub. 
This was on a run of forty yards which 
Dowell made after the ball had oscillated 
near the center of the field in possession 
alternately of the ’Varsity and scrub, the 
latter several times holding for downs. 
The play of both sides were almost en- 
tirely short line plunges, designed to per- 
fect the midshipmen in short sure gains 
and on defensive work. There were some 
more changes back of the line, both halves 
being changed on account of a lay-off of 
Doherty and Spencer from bruises; Dowell 
and Strassburger took their places.

Aldetman Dowling Wants Six-Day 
Cycle Contests Stopped. 


AIMED AT GARDEN EVENTS 


The Use of Drugs and Other Objection- 
able Features Embodied in the 
Resolution Introduced. 


ee 


Seeking to prevent thé holding of six-day 
bicycle races at Madison Square Garden or 
elsewhere in Greater New York, Alderman 
Frank L. Dowling has introduced an ordi- 
nance in the Board of Aldermen making il- 
legal the holding of endurance contests of 
more than three hours in length out of any 
twenty-four. Although Alderman Dowling 
yesterday disclaimed any intention of stop- 
ping or interfering with any contests, save 
the bicycle races at Madison Square Gar- 
den, it is feared by followers of athletic 
sports that the ordinance, if passed, would 
be much more far-reaching. It is pointed 
out that all century bicycle runs would be 
Stopped in the city, as well as auto races 
and many other sports. Section 1 of the 
proposed ordinance provides as follows: 

“ Hereafter, in any bicycle race or other 
contest of speed, skill, or endurance held 
within the limits of the City of New York, 
wherein one or more persons shall te con- 
testant or contestants, it shall be unlawful 
for any contestant to continue in any such 
race or contest for a longer time than three 
hours during any twenty-four hours. Fur- 
ther, no such race or other contest shall 
be held except between the hours of 7 
o’clock A. M. and 11 o’clock P. M.” 

The other sections of the ordinance pro- 
vide that the Health Commissioner shall 
assign Inspectors to various contests to see 
that all statutes bearing on the use of 
drugs are properly enforced, the reports of 
the Inspectors to be filed with the Health 
Department. The Police Commissioner also 
is compelled to assign officials to time the 
contestants, to see that the ordinance is 
observed, and the promoter of any contest 
in which the law is violated is made guilty 
of a misdemeanor and: subject to $100 fine 
for each offense. Imprisdtment for not 
more than thirty days is the alternative 
for non-payment of the fine. ‘The proprie- 
tor, occupant, or lessee of any building in 
which a contest is held in violation of the 
law is subject to the same_penalties. 

‘“‘The proposed ordinance“is aimed directly 
at the six-day bicycle races at the Garden,” 
declared Alderman Dowling yesterday. 
“The papers each year tell of the brutal 
spectacle of these races, of the doping of 
the riders, and of other disgusting features, 
and it ought to be stopped. My proposition 
cannot stop horse racing, and it is a ques- 
tion if it would stop century road races, but 
it is certain it would stop the six-day races, 
and that is what I want to do if I can.” 

The ordinance has been referred to the 
Committee on Streets, Highways, and Sew- 
ers, of which Alderman Dowling is the 
Chairman.

The stock market yesterday improved 
steadily from start to finish, closing with 
much of its recent snap and strength 
and with the expectation of further 
progress in the near future. This should 
be qualified by reservation regarding 
such performances as Sugar’s, which 
both rose and fell perpendicularly. To 
start below 148, rise to 153, and close at 
149, with a net advance saved from 
that wide range of only 1%, is to dis- 
play agility not highly estimated in con- 
servative circles. Amalgamated Copper 
displayed similar strength, but not the 
Same weakness, and therefore retained 
@ larger advance of 254 on a smaller 
range. Union Pacific and Southern Pa- 
cific were the only other stocks whose 
_ dealings were expressed in six figures, 

and the market closed under the inspira- 
tion of eager bidding for them at the 
year’s top prices. 

There was nothing in the day's news to 
account for the full volume and buoyant 
tone of the list at large, the above being 
merely conspicuous examples of the gen- 
eral tendency. Thefactiousremarked that 
the wires must have been put in work- 
ing order over night. The insinuation 
referred to the wires of manipulation 
rather than to the wires of communica- 
tion. The latter were still in poor con- 
dition, and the information they brought 
was the reverse of stimulating. The ar- 
bitrage business showed a heavy bal- 
ance of sales, London being depressed 
by troubles of its own which were lightly 
appraised here, there being nothing con- 
vincing in the suggestion of new trouble 
between Russia and England over the 
North Sea incident, nor anything dis- 
turbing in the moderate response of 
European Bourses to news affecting 
them primarily. The domestic news was 
go00d enough at best to have steadied 
prices without some assistance. A small 
shipment of gold was announced, but 
the money market remained unrespon- 
sive, and sterling retained its strength. 
Missouri Pacific was among roads mak- 
ing excellent traffic reports, showing an 
increase of gross mostly saved in net. 
This influence was better reflected in the 
price of railways than the several ad- 
Vances in iron and steel goods were re- 
flected in the trust issues, which are 
enjoying a presumably temporary but 
certainly well-earned rest, leaving their 
recent activity and strength to similar 
properties which made a later start, and 
have a larger margin for improverent. 
Corn, cotton, and wheat were all en- 
couragingly weak, there being as little 
sympathy for bulls in them as for bears 
in the stock market. 

The volume of the bond market was 
even fuller than for stocks, and there 
was both an excellent tone and a better 
distribution of business. The extremely 
speculative issues fell comparatively into 
the background, with the exception of 
Union Pacific convertibles, and the fore- 
ground was filled by the various issues 
of Rock Island and related issues, the 
strengthening effect of their new financ- 
ing not having relaxed its influence.

Address Miss C., 


FlGHT ON SUBWAY SIGNS 
BACKED BY THE MAYOR 


With Controller Grout He Urges 
Transit Board to Act. 


MOVES TO CLEAR PLATFORMS 


Commission Doubtful of Its Rights Will 
Visit “Model” Station Before 
Decision Is Reached. 


Through an hour of -heated argument, 
during which the dignified members of the 
Rapid Transit Commission indulged in part- 
isan debate entirely unwonted at that 
board's meetings, Mayor McClellan and 
Controller Grout strove in vain yesterday 
afternoon to put through a resolution de- 
claring that all advertisements should be 
swept from portions of the Subway sta- 
tion walls visible from the windows of 
passing cars, 

While the only two elective members of 
the commission held their ground firmly, 
the other members were equally vehement 
in their protestations that the Interbor- 
ough Rapid Transit Company had a right 
to maintain advertising plac ards. They ad- 
mitted that there might be some modifica- 
tion Of the present scheme of decoration, 
but that was all. Several times President 
Orr tried to get Controller Grout to with- 
draw his resolution, but met with a prompt 
refusal. The discussion was still under 
way when Commissioner Charles Stewart 
Sniith proposed that the members go in 
a body to see the Eighteenth Street Sta- 
tion, which had been fitted up as.a 
“model” of beauty, according to letters 
received from August Belmont, President of 
the Interborough Company, and Ward & 
Gow, holders of the advertising contract. 

Previous engagements, however, inter- 
fered with this plan, and by a vote it was 
agreed that the commission should meet 
on the up-town platform of the station this 
afternoon at 4 o'clock. In the interval, 
Controller Grout agreed, unwillingly, that 
his motion lie upon the table. He made 
it plain, however, that he intended to fight 
to a finish. 

Among the spectators was Calvin Tomp- 
kins, President of the Municipal Art So- 
ciety. He was told that the board would 
be glad to see him at the “‘ model” sta- 
tion to-day. Later he said that the com- 
mission, in his opinion, was “ putting the 
cart before the horse.”’ 


ART SOCIETY WATCHING. 
“They are talking about regulating the 
advertisements,” he explained. ‘‘ Now, what 
we want is abolition, not regulation. If 
they decide that even a part of the placards 
shall remain on the station walls, the Mu- 
nicipal Art Society will go into court and 
see if it can’t get all of them taken out.” 
President Orr brought up the question 
early in the proceedings. He said: 
“I have received an immense number of 
letters about the matter, and I have here 
also many protests cut out of the news- 


papers.”’ 

A letter from Mr. Tompkins, as President 
of the Municipal Art Society, was read. It 
stated that the board never really had any 
right to authorize the signs. Mg, Orr said 
that when he received this letter he imme- 
diately asked the Interborough Company to 
refrain from posting any more * ads’’ and 
they replied that they would defer to his 
wishes. He also had asked for a report 
from the commission's legal advisers, 
George L. Rives and Albert B. Boardman. 

Apropos of the request made to the In- 
terbordugh Company, a letter from August 
Belmont was read, in which he wrote: 

At the last meeting of, yout board a resolution 
was adopted which, in sweeping terms, required 
this company to cease placing advertisements 
in the stations of the Subway until their loca- 
tion and the manner of erecting them be first 
approved by your board. 

Out of respect for your honorable board Messrs. 
Ward and Gow yielded to our request that they 
acquiesce in your order, and suspend all further 
work of placing signs or advertisernents in the 
Subway until after the meeting of your board 
to-day, although, they claimed, and we are 
Also ‘advised by counsel, that your honorable 
board exceeded its powers in making such an 
order, and that we are not required to first 
submit to your. board for its approval the loca- 
tion and manner of erecting signs. 

That our acquiescence may not be construed as 
a waiver of right we beg to say that we are 
advised and claim that the lease of the Rapid 
Transit Railway by its terms, as authorized by 
the rapid transit act, ** includes the railway con- 
structed under the routes and general plan there- 
of prescribed by the resolutions of the board 
adopted on the 14th day of January and the 
4th day of February, 1897, together with ter- 
minals, stations, and all other appurtenances 
whatsoever of the said railroad, but not in- 
cluding the equipment thereof,"" and that as 
lessee this company is entitled to use the same 
for railread purposes, including all of the col- 
lateral uses to which railroad property is cus- 
tomarily put by companies owning and operating 
the same, one of which is to post or exhibit 
advertisements on the station walis. This right 
is recognized and somewhat restricted by the 
provisions in the lease reading: 

The contractor shall not permit advertise- 
ments in the stations or cars which shall inter- 
fere with easy identification of stations or 
otherwise with efficient operation.’’ 

But this restriction must be reasonably con- 
strued as a restriction upon, not a revocation 
of, the right granted. Whether or not it is 
violated in any given case would be a question 
of fact the determination of which would de-

TO OPEN EAST SIDE NOV. 23. 


Subway Up to 145th Street Ready for 
Operation. 


The East Side Branch of the Subway will 
be opened up to One Hundred and Forty- 
fifth Street and Lenox Avenue at 1 
A. M. on Nov. 23—next Wednesday. The 
Interborough Rapid Transit Company so 
informed the Commission yesterday, and 
Chief Engineer Parsons formally pro- 
nounced that section of the road ready for 


operation. 

The officials of the Interborough Com- 
pany denied yesterday that they had cur- 
tailed the elevated railway service on either 
side of town, but insisted that their trains 
were as numerous and as long as before 
the subway was opened. The number of 
tunnel passengers aaily is approximately 
200,000, While it is admitted that there 
must have been a falling off in the elevated 
travel to some extent, they say it has not 
lost as heavily as have the surface cars. 
The elevated roads, all lines together, carry 
about a million passengers a day, it is 
said. 


MOVE FOR MORE TUNNELS. 


Rapid Transit Board Orders Enabling 
Act Drawn Up. : 


On motion of Controller Grout the Rapid 
Transit Commission made its (first move 
yesterday, to prepare a bill to present to 
the next’ Legislature making possible the 
building of needed tunnels in this and other 
boroughs. The board’s counsel were §in- 
structed to draw up tentative measure 
and submit it at an eafly date. 

The commission approved an agreement 
whereby no entrance kiosk should be 
erected on the Forty-second Street side of 
Tue New YorK TiMEs Building, in Times 


Square, so long as the owners of the build- 
ing continue to give free access to the tun- 
nel through the entrance already open in 
the building’s basement. The station now 
has three dowrftown entrances, all con- 
nected by an underground passage with 
the uptown platforms. The entrances on 
the downtown side are in the building, in 
Seventh Avenue, and at the southeast cor- 
ner of Forty-second Street and Broadway. 
The Seventh Avenue stairway leads to a 
passageway running through ‘the building, 
and is practically a branch of the entrance 
in the building’s main hallway. 

Chief Engineer Parsons made a_ report 
stating that he was negotiating with own- 
ers of property in Brooklyn so as to place 
many of the entrances on porate property 
in that borough, thus saving much space 
in congested streets. He said that the 
whole Brooklyn extension would be com- 

leted in two years, and that the lower 

roadway portion in this borough would be 
ready by next August, while trains might 
be running down to Fulton Street within 
two or three months.
